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Pursuant  to  law,  the  Thirty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor,  was  called  to  order  at 
10:25  A.  M.,  in  the  City  Hall,  Lawrence,  Mass.  President  George  H.  Wrenn  in 
the  chair. 

PRESIDENT  WRENN:  The  Secretary  will  read  the  call  for  the  Con- 
vention. 

Secretary  Joyce  read  the   call,  as  follows: 

CONVENTION   CALL! 

Boston,    July    12,    1917. 
To  All  Affiliated  Unions: — 
Greetings: — 
You  are  hereby  notified  that  pursuant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L.,  the  32nd  Annual  Convention  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Branch  will  be  held  in  the  City  Hall,  Lawrence,  Mass.,  begin- 
ning at  10  o'clock  Monday  morning,  September  10th,   1917,  and  will  continue 
in  session  from  day  to  day  until  the  business  of  the  Convention  has  been  com- 
pleted. 

REPRESENTATION. 

Each  Union  of  200  members  or  less  attached  to  a  National  or  Interna- 
tional Union  when  one  is  in  existence,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  and 
an  additional  delegate  for  each  200  or  a  majority  fraction  thereof,  and  each 
Central  Labor  Union  composed  of  miscellaneous  bodies  shall  be  entitled  to 
two  delegates. 

Only  bona  fide  wage  workers,  who  are  not  members  of  or  eligible  to 
membership  in  other  trade  unions  are  eligible  as  delegates  in  Federal  Labor 
Unions. 

Delegates  must  be  selected  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  convention 
and  their  names  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch, 
A.   F.  of  L.,  immediately   after  their  election. 

A  delegate  to  be  seated  in  the  convention  must  have  at  least  five  Union 
Labels  on  his  wearing  apparel. 

Your    Local    Union    is    entitled    to  delegates. 

CREDENTIALS. 

Credentials  in  duplicate  are  forwarded  to  all  affiliated  Unions.  The  dupli- 
cate credential  must  be  given  to  the  delegate  elect  and  the  original  forwarded 
to  Martin  T.  Joyce,  Secretary,  427  Old  South  Building,  Boston. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  will  meet  at  headquarters,  September  9th, 
at  the  Franklin  House,  Broadway,  and  will  report  immediately  upon  the  open- 
ing of  the  Convention;  hence.  Secretaries  will  observe  the  necessity  of  mailing 
the  original  credential  of  their  respective  delegates  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment. 

All  delegates  shall  appear  in  person  before  the  Credential  Committee, 
regarding    the    labels    on    their   wearing    apparel.

The  invocation  was  offered  by  Reverend  John  J.  O'Reilly  of  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Lawrence,  Mass. 

PRESIDENT  WRENN:  Fellow  delegates,  in  coming  to  Lawrence  for 
this  convention,  the  chief  executive  of  the  city  has  kindly  consented  to  say  a 
few  words  to  us.  I  know  you  are  anxious  to  hear  from  him,  and  from  the 
city  of  Lawrence  through  him.  I  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  to  this 
convention  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  John  J.  Hurley. 

MAYOR  HURLEY:  Ladies  and  Delegates  to  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor:  On  behalf  of  the  City  of  Lawrence  and  representing  the  City  gov- 
ernment here  today,  I  welcome  you  here  and  sincerely  hope  that  your  con- 
vention will  be,  as  in  the  past,  a  successful  one.  We  are  always  pleased  to 
have  conventions  held  in  our  great  city,  to  let  the  public  outside  of  Lawrence 


know  just  what  we  have  in  Lawrence  and  we  are  always  anxious  to  co-operate 
with  them  that  they  may  see  we  have  one  of  the  best  cities  in  all  New  Eng- 
land, notwithstanding  the  fact  that  outside  people  sometimes,  due  to  the  re- 
sults of  the  unfortunate  crisis  in  1912,  have  still  a  peculiar  conception  of  our 
population.  We  have  one  of  the  best  cities  not  only  in  New  England  but  in 
the  country,  a  law-abiding  citizenship,  a  citizenship  composed  of  people  rep- 
resenting almost  every  nationality  under  the  sun.  And  with  all  those  things 
to  consider,  we  have  nothing  but  peaceful  communion  with  all  those  people 
at  this  time. 

We  are  passing  through  one  of  the  most  successful  periods  in  the  his- 
=tory  of  the  city,  and  while  we  are  engaged  in  the  most  serious  conflict  that 
the  world  has  ever  known  and  we  have  representatives  of  all  those  various 
peoples  in  our  city  or  relatives  who  are  involved  in  that  great  crisis,  we  have 
not  had  one  single  cause  to  suspect  for  one  moment  that  there  is  a  single 
representative  of  our  German  population  who  is  not  sincere  and  loyal  to  Old 
Glory  and  willing  to  stand  by  the  government  of  our  people.  (Applause.) 

We  have  as  members  of  our  government  a  majority  who  hold  union  cards, 
showing  conclusively  and  beyond  a  shadow  of  a  doubt  that  they  are  inter- 
ested in  the  welfare  of  organized  labor  and  the  public  in  general,  and  it  is  need- 
less for  me  to  refer  to  one  single  individual,  the  President  of  our  Board  of 
Aldermen,  Robert  Maloney,  for  his  loyalty  to  union  labor  and  his  work  for 
humanity.  (Applause.)  He,  with  the  other  members  of  our  government,  is 
working  diligently  and  faithfully  for  the  best  interests  of  all  the  people  in  our 
great  city  and  we  are  working  also  in  co-operation  with  the  labor  organiza- 
tions to  adjust  any  difficulties  that  might  arise,  and  we  feel  capable  of  doing 
that  with  every  efifort  in  our  physicial  make-up  to  bring  about  happy  con- 
clusions to  any  sort  of  uprising  that  might  happen  in  our  local  factories  or 
union  labor  in  anyway.  We  have  demonstrated  that  before  last  year,  and  this 
year,  and  while  at  my  office  Saturday,  my  telephone  rang  about  noontime 
and  I  was  called  on  the  'phone  by  William  M.  Wood,  President  of  the  Ameri- 
can Woolen  Company,  who  requested  me  to  say  today  to  this  convention  with 
reference  to  the  story  about  the  importation  of  Porto  Rican  labor,  that  it  was 
an  absolute  falsehood,  and  he  wouldn't  for  one  moment  foist  such  an  imposi- 
tion on  the  citizens  of  Lawrence  for  his  own  respect  and  the  respect  of  this 
community  and  denies  in  toto  any  connection  with  any  effort  to  import  labor 
to  cause  a  single  moment  of  distress  to  our  people. 

I  desire  to  say  too  at  this  time  that  with  my  personal  experience  in  public 
office,  and  I  am  sure  the  members  of  the  government  wHl  bear  me  out  when 
I  say  William  M.  Wood  has  taken  the  initiative  in  every  instance  since  I  have 
been  a  member  of  the  government,  to  increase  wages  of  employees  every  time 
wages  have  been  increased.  He  has  taken  the  initiative  and  that  the  public 
at  large  might  know  there  are  others  standing  behind  the  great  textile  in- 
dustries much  more  to  blame  than  he  is,  I  express  it  publicly  with  no  appre- 
ciation personally  for  his  assistance  to  me,  but  in  justice  to  him  and  that 
corporation  which  has  been  held  in  criticism  so  often.  This  past  year  they 
increased  the  wages  and  took  the  initiative  and  pay  a  higher  rate  of  wages,  as 
I  understand  it,  than  any  textile  factory  in  the  city. 

We  are  going  through  a  period  of  success  and  those  people  depending 
absolutely  on   the  textile   industry   for  food   are   receiving   more   wages,    I   be- 


lieve  than  in  any  other  textile  institution  in  New  England,  and  it  is  necessary 
they  should  receive  consideration  in  behalf  of  the  government  and  employers 
for  never  before  in  the  history  of  the  world  has  it  cost  so  much  for  a  human 
being  to  exist.  They  are  not  getting  any  more  in  proportion  for  a  man  to  live 
than  when  they  were  getting  50  per  cent,  less,  having  saved  less  at  the  end  of 
a  week  on  account  of  the  excessive  cost  of  living. 

I  won't  take  up  any  more  of  your  time  this  morning.  In  conclusion,  I 
desire  to  say  in  behalf  of  the  government,  they  have  shown  their  disposition 
and  their  loyalty  to  union  labor  and  spirit  of  co-operation  in  providing  in  a 
good  manner,  as  you  will  see  Wednesday  evening,  a  banquet  to  all  the  dele- 
gates that  won't  cost  anyone  a  cent  and  the  members  of  the  government  have 
shown  that  disposition  and  will  see  to  it  that  their  interests  are  taken  care 
of  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

I  desire  to  thank  you  oh  behalf  of  the  city  government.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  WRENN:  Your  Honor  and  Reverend  Father:  Let  me 
say  in  behalf  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Labor,  that  in  coming  to  the 
City  of  Lawrence  after  over  a  quarter  of  a  century's  conventions  legislating 
for  the  working  class  of  this  Commonwealth  that  we  feel  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  at  the  present  time  particularly,  that  the  labor  movement  is 
doing  a  work  which  can  only  be  done  by  an  organization  working  for  and 
representing  the  working  class  and  that  it  is  the  most  necessary  work  that 
there  is  to  do  in  this  nation  today.  In  speaking  of  the  world's  war  which  is 
going  on  at  the  present  time,  we  as  workers  fully  realize  that  no  matter  what 
may  be  drawn  from  the  wealth  of  the  world,  that  what  may  be  drawn  from 
society  at  large,  that  the  burden  as  usual,  is  going  to  be  borne  by  the  workers 
of  the  world. 

There  is  not  a  family  in  this  Commonwealth  today  as  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  learn  who  is  connected  with  the  labor  movement  but  what  has  given 
of  its  bread  earners,  to  take  part  in  this  world  war. 

And  let  me  say  to  His  Honor^  the  Mayor,  and  to  others  who  may  be 
interested  that  our  work  of  a  necessity  at  this  time  is  a  hard  one,  but  it  is 
one  that  we  cannot  shirk  and  when  we  are  legislating  and  working  for  the 
interest  of  the  workers  of  this  Commonwealth  that  we  are  taking  care  of  the 
lives,  the  labors  and  the  conditions  of  the  workers  upon  which  the  world  must 
live. 

If  the  conditions  of  the  workers  at  this  time  and  during  this  war  are  not 
preserved,  if  the  physicial  conditions  at  work  in  factory,  mine  and  mill  are 
not  strictly  lived  up  to,  the  bone  and  sinew  that  is  furnishing  the  world  today 
the  necessities  of  social  life — who  is  going  to  furnish  material  for  this  war 
no  matter  how  it  works  out,  it  would  be  a  failure. 

So  I  ask  those  who  are  present  today  to  remember  that  we  are  in  a  work 
which  is  not  only  going  to  contribute  to  the  individuals  in  the  labor  move- 
ment, but  is  going  to  furnish  life  and  a  new  prosperity  not  only  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  labor  unions,  but  to  this  Commonwealth  and  the  nation  at  large. 

President  Wrenn  appointed  Lewis  R.  Thompson  of  Local  Committee 
Messenger  and   Frank   H.   Norton   Sergeant-at-Arms. 

SECRETARY  JOYCE:  Mr.  Chairman,  as  the  delegates  will  notice,  there 
are   no   copies   of  officers'   reports   or   resolution   blanks   upon    the    tables   this 


morning.  On  last  Friday  jnorning  our  printer  shipped  by  American  Express 
all  the  necessary  material  for  this  convention.  The  American  Express  office 
at  Lawrence  up  to  this  time  has  not  received  it. 

DELEGATE  BYRNE:  Typos,  13,  Boston:  About  Wednesday  I  will 
reply  to  the  remarks  of  the  President  in  his  address  to  the  convention  on 
what  I  would  term  socialism;  I  will  let  it  go  by  for  the  time  being  but  about 
Wednesday,  if  the  convention  will  give  me  a  hearing,  I  will  reply  to  socialism 
as  the  President  enunciated  in  his  remarks  and  will  come  back  to  A.  F.  of  L. 
,  business. 

Mr.  Herbert  Millington  of  Local  Entertainment  Committee,  made  an- 
nouncements relative  to  Field  Day  Outing,  to  be  held  Monday  afternoon  at 
Stanley's  on  the  Merrimack;  theatre  party  Tuesday  evening  at  Colonial  The- 
atre, and  a  banquet  to  be  tendered  the  delegates  Wednesday  evening  by  the 
city  government  at  City  Hall. 

PRESIDENT  WRENN:  The  duties  of  the  Credential  Committee  this 
year  are  somewhat  more  arduous  than  usual  on  account  of  examination  for 
labels,  and  while  awaiting  the  report  of  the  Credential  Committee  I  will  intro- 
duce to  you  at  this  time,  Mr.  A.  McAndrew,  President  of  the  Tobacco  Work- 
ers' International  Union,  representing  the  Union  Label  Trades  Department. 

MR.  McANDREW  said  in  part:  Mr.  Chairman  and  delegates:  I  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  attending  your  convention  in  Springfield  last  year,  and  I 
want  to  say  it  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  this  morning  to  have  the  same 
opportunity  of  saying  a  few  words  to  you  in  relation  to  the  union  label.  T 
want  to  say  I  believe  my  remarks  have  been  misunderstood  by  the  toilers  of 
the  great  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  owing  to  their  lack  of  consistency 
in  demanding  union  labeled  goods  in  this  pity.  If  the  union  labeled  products 
were  boycotted  by  the  rank  and  file  of  organized  labor  in  Massachusetts,  it 
couldn't  be  more  eflfective.  I  want  to  say  this  morning,  as  usual  I  bring  with 
me  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Union  Label  Trades  Department,  as  well 
as  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Tobacco  Workers'  Union,  in  the  hopes  that  your 
convention  will  be  a  successful  and  harmonious  one  and  will  deliberate  for  the 
toilers  and  men  and  women  of  this  great  Commonwealth  of  Massachusettts,  I 
hope  you  will  not  overlook  the  other  men  and  women  who  through  their 
associated  efforts  are  endeavoring  to  uplift  the  cause  of  the  toilers. 

The  Union  Label  Trades  Department  is  only  one  of  the  many  activities 
of  organized  labor;  that  it  became  necessary  to  establish  a  separate  department 
for  this  work  is  in  itself  conclusive  evidence  of  the  value  of  union  label,  as 
the  very  existence  and  success  of  some  organizations  is  entirely  due  to  the 
demand  for  union  labeled  products,  and  you  might  say  the  progressive  develop- 
ment of  other  organizations  have  been  largely  improved  and  would  be  great- 
ly retarded  if  removed. 

Such  being  the  question,  might  I  ask  you  what  does  the  union  label  con- 
vey? The  label  is  used  in  many  ways  to  dififerentiate  between  foreign  and 
domestic  competition;  foreign  competition  means  the  lowerirfg  of  the  standard 
of  living.  We  also  use  it  to  differentiate  between  free  labor  and  involuntary 
convict  labor,  which  unfortunately  is  still  in  vogue  in  some  states  through 
legislative  enactment;  we  also  use  it  to  prevent  the  exploitation  of  women; 
we  say  in  the  Label  Trades  if  a  woman  must  work,  she  must  receive  the  same 
wages   that  a   man    receives   if   she   is   working   in   place    of  a   man.      AA'e    also 


use  it  to  prevent  the  stigma  on  Ailiericaii  civilization,  child  labor.  That  is  the 
work  of  the  Union  Label  Trades  Department;  it  is  the  work  of  the  American 
labor  movement  and  the  work  we  all  should  be  engaged  in,  and  I  urge  upon 
delegates  repfesenting  central '  bodies  to  form  label  trades  departments  in 
the  different  central  todies  and  become  affiliated  with  the  Union  Label  Trades 
Department  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  because  the  efficiency  of 
that  department  has  been  fully  demonstrated  by  the  increased  demand  for 
union  labeled  goods.  •- 

I  want  to  say  my  friends  th,e  slogan  cry  throughout  this  great  country 
is  "do  your  bit,". and  don't  be  a  slacker.  I  want  to  say  the  United  Cigar  stores 
through  their  method  of  cheap  advertising  are  appealing  to  the  men  and  wo- 
men of  this  country  to  create  a.  fund  to  give  tobacco  to  the  men  at  the  front. 
I  have  been  taking  the  matter  up  with  Mr.  Gompers  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  insofar  as  supplying  some  of  these  men  with  union  labeled 
tobacco.  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Baker  of  the  War  Department  and  Mr. 
Daniels  of  the  Navy  Department,  in  which  they  say  if  there  is  a  demand  for 
union  labeled  tobacco  in  cantonments  they  will  supply  them.  You  see  how 
utterly  impossible  it  would  be  foT  me  to  get  into  the  Navy  ships  or  canton- 
ments, so  I  say,  my  friends,  if  you  as  trade  unionists  are  going  to  subscribe 
for  tobacco  for  the  men  at  the  front,  do  so  through  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  or  the  Tobacco  Workers'  organization  so  that  the  men  may  receive 
union  labeled  products  which  they  were  accustomed  to  using  in  civil  life,  as  it 
is  impossible  to  get  these  goods  around  those  cantonments. 

If,  my  friends,  you  want  to  make  this  world  a  better,  b.righter  and  hap- 
pier place  to  live  in,  don't  put  off  your  good  intentions  until  tomorrow;  start 
today,  and  if  you  are  to  make  purchases  in  Lawrence,  show  you  are  trade 
unionists.  We  appeal  to  you  when  you  go  to  make  a  purchase  of  any  neces- 
sity of  life,  to  see  there  is  a  union  label  attached  to  everything  you  buy,  and 
by  doing  so,  not  only  your  organization  will  be  benefitted,  my  organization 
will  be  benefitted,  but  the  whole  world  will  breathe  the  purer  for  it.  I  thank 
you  for  your  kind  consideration  and  patience  and  all  I  can  say  is  God  speed 
and  success  be  with'  you  for  liberty,  happiness  and  democracy.    (Applause.) 

On  motion,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mayor  Hurley  as  he  was 
about  to  retire  from  the  hall. 

DELEGATE  STERLING:  The  Resolution  Committee  has  before  it  a 
resolution  concerning  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  which  it  would  be  well 
to  bring  in  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  before  this  convention.  I  would  like 
to  ask  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  if  we  might  bring  it  forward  at  this  time  and  if 
you  say  yes,  through  you  I  would  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Resolution  Com- 
mittee if  they  have  reported  that  resolution? 

PRESIDENT  WRENN:  As  the  Credential  Committee  hasn't  reported 
and  we  are  not  organized  we  would  have  to  take  action  on  it.  Is  there  any 
objection  to  receiving  resolutions  from  the  Resolution  Committee  for  in- 
formal action? 

There  being  no  objection  to  the  course  requested  by  Delegate  SterHng, 
Delegate  McCarthy  for  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  as  follows: 
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RESOLUTION  6. 

WHEREAS:  The  most  important  question  before  t!ie  Constitutional  Con- 
vention is  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  which  provides  that  the  people  may 
by  vote  at  the  polls  amend  their  constitution  or  enact  into  law  measures  pro- 
posed by  a  reasonable  number  of  petitioners  and  thus  establish  a  real  govern- 
ment of  the  people,  by  the  people  and  for  the  people; 

WHEREAS:  There  was  elected  to  the  Convention  an  apparent  majority 
of  sixty  or  more  delegates  in  favor  of  the  Initiative  and  Referendum;  and 

WHEREAS:  Reactionaries  and  the  secret  corrupting  influences  which 
have  heretofore  perverted  legislation  are  making  every  efl^ort  to  defeat  the 
Initiative  and  Referendum  in  order  to  protect  and  maintain  a  system  of  gov- 
ernment openly  acknowledged  to  be  controlled  and  manipulated  by  a  few  in 
the  interest  of  monopolies  and  special  privileges;   and 

WHEREAS:  The  opponents  of  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  declare 
that  this  is  not  and  never  was  intended  to  be  a  government  by  the  people  but 
a  government  by  elected  representatives,  to  whom  alone  and  exclusively  is 
given  the  power  to  make  the  laws  to  which  all  must  submit;  and 

WHEREAS:  These  opponents  in  their  arguments  against  the  Initiative 
and  Referendum  denounce  as  mob  rule  the  high  American  ideal  of  government 
by  the  people,  show  their  contempt  for  the  voters  of  the  Commonwealth  by  de- 
claring them  incompetent  and  unfit  for  self  government;  and  by  insisting  upon 
a  government  by  the  few,  deny  the  first  and  most  vital  principles  of  freedom, 
equality  of  rights  and  opportunity,  and  consent  of  the  governed;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Revolutionary  War  was  a  protest  against  government 
by  a  few,  the  Civil  War  was  a  contest  to  maintain  government  (by  the  people) 
and  the  great  World  War  now  being  fought  to  extend  the  blessings  of  self 
government  throughout  the  world; 

RESOLVED:  That  we  see  in  the  contest  being  waged  for  the  Initiative 
and  Referendum  in  the  Massachusetts  Constitutional  Convention  another 
phase  of  the  contest  for  human  freedom  and  the  right  of  self  government. 

RESOLVED:  That  we  urge  every  delegate  who  believes  in  the  right 
of  the  people  to  rule  themselves  and  not  be  dominated  by  others,  to  vote  in 
favor  of  submitting  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  to  the  voters  for  their  ap- 
proval or  rejection.

DELEGATE  STERLING:  I  wouldn't  bring  that  forward  at  this  time 
out  of  the  regular  order  except  for  the  critical  time  at  which  we  are  meeting; 
the  question  in  this  Commonwealth  within  a  few  days  will  be  decided  by  the 
Constitutional  Convention  as  to  whether  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth 
shall  rule  themselves  or  continue  to  be  ruled  by  the  few.  The  matter  is  up 
for  a  vote  on  Thursday  of  this  week  and  I  feel  if  suitable  resolutions  could 
early  pass  this  convention,  we  could  have  those  resolutions  in  the  hands  of 
every  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  before  that  vote  took  place. 
I  would  like  to  have  a  rising  unanimous  vote  on  those  resolutions  at  this  time 
and  give  me  the  opportunity  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the  delegates  to  the 
Constitutional  Convention  tomorrow  or  the  following  day. 
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The  resolution  was  discussed  at  length  by  Delegate  Driscoll,  Horseshoers', 
5,  Boston,  who  spoke  in  favor  of  the  resolution. 

The  question  being  put,  Resolution  6  was  adopted  by  unanimous  rising 
vote. 

PRESIDENT  WRENN:     Is  the  Credential  Committee  ready  to  report? 

MR.  MURPHY  (for  the  Committee  on  Credentials):    In  a  minute  or  two. 

DELEGATE  GARRITY,  Bartenders'  11,  Boston:  While  waiting  for  the 
report  of  Credential  Cornmittee  and  in  order  to  expedite  matters,  we  have  a 
very  important  resolution  in  the  committee,  and  on  behalf  of  the  organization 
that  I  represent  in  part  here,  I  would  say  it  wou'ld  be  beneficial  to  thousands 
t)f  people  of  this  Commonwealth  if  this  convention  will  act  on  it,  and  I  respect- 
fully request  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  to  take  up  along  similar  lines  as 
previous  resolution,  the  resolution  submitted  by  Local  11  of  Boston. 

PRESIDENT  WRENN:  Delegate  Garrity  understands  the  action  is  in- 
formal? 

DELEGATE  GARRITY:  We  have  a  bill  which  means  protection  to  our 
families  and  our  households  and  it  is  of  great  importance  to  the  craft  I  rep- 
resent in  part. 

PRESIDENT  WRENN:  Pending  the  report  of  the  committee,  if  there 
are  no  objections,  we  will  consider  the  matter. 

Delegate   McCarthy,  for  the  Committee  on   Resolutions: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  5. 
WHEREAS:     The  delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  assembled 
at  the  State  House,  Boston,  Mass.,  are  considering  the  question  of  State  Wide 
Prohibition  recommended  to  them  by  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Traffic  of  the 
said  Convention,  known  as  the  State  Wide  Prohibition  Bill,  and 

WHEREAS:  We,  the  delegates  assembled  at  the  Convention  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  September  10,  1917,  Lawrence, 
Mass.,  in  the  interest  of  our  aflfiliated  unions  the  protection  of  our  homes  and 
the  success  of  this  Commonwealth  stand  opposed  to  State  Wide  Prohibition, 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch, 
A.  F.  of  L.,  be  instructed  to  send  a  communication  to  the  delegates  assembled 
at  the  Constitutional  Convention  at  the  State  House,  Boston,  Mass.,  asking  for 
their  support  to  bring  about  the  defeat  of  State  Wide  Prohibition  in  the  in- 
terest and  behalf  of  organized  labor  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  be  it  further 
further 

RESOLVED:     That  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be  given  to  the  Press.

The  resolution  was  discussed  by  Delegates  Sterling  of  Boston,  Driscoll 
of  Boston  and  Shea  of  Worcester. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Connell,  34  of  Boston,  previous  question  called 
for  and  ordered. 
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On  motion,  Resolution  No.  5  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  chairman  of  Resolution  Committee  requested  that  delegates  intend- 
ing to  introduce  resolutions  do  so  at  the  earliest  possible  time  so  that  com- 
mittee might  have  opportunity  to  work  on  same. 

REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT. 


Springfield,  Mass.,  September  10,  1917. 
To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  Thirty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the 

Massachusetts  State  Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor. 
Fellow  Workers: 

The  twelve  months  that  have  intervened  since  our  last  Convention  will 
stand  out  prominently  in  the  history  of  the  Nation.  They  have  marked  the 
entrance  of  our  country  into  the  world  struggle  for  democracy;  a  struggle 
which  has  been  carried  on  with  unabated  fury  for  three  years.  The  condition 
which  now  confronts  the  Nation  offers  food  for  serious  thought  and  reminds 
us  most  forcibly  of  the  pointed  summary  of  the  struggle  so  ably  presented  by 
President  Hunt  at  the  Springfield  Convention.  Much  as  we  tried  to  avoid 
participation  in  the  struggle,  repeated  overt  acts,  seriously  affecting  our 
national  status,  gradually  forced  us  into  the  struggle,  until  now  we  find  our 
armies  and  navies  co-operating  'with  the  armies  and  navies  of  our  European 
allies. 

Naturally,  a  state  of  war  has  a  serious  effect  upon  the  physical  and  social 
life  of  the  nation.  It  develops  problems  of  serious  moment  which  must  be 
solved  adequately  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  people.  Organized  labor's  part 
in  the  struggle  cannot  be  gauged  by  superficial  pledges  of  loyalty  to  the 
Nation.  It  must  manifest  itself  primarily  in  acts  which  speak  for  a  better 
democracy  and  a  more  deep  spirited  humanity. 

The  ranks  of  our  armies  are  and  will  be  recruited  from  the  ranks  of  labor. 
The  mxunitions  and  supplies  which  support  these  armies  in  the  field  must  come 
from  the  hands  of  labor.  Labor  in  brief  must  make  the  gigantic  sacrifices 
incident  to  the  colossal  struggle.  It  is  only  natural  then  for  us  to  inquire 
what  is  the  nation  going  to  do  for  labor.  Will  it  afford  protection  to  the 
families  of  those  who  are  called  to  the  front?  Will  it  protect  those  who  remain 
in  the  factories,  mines  and  mills?  Will  it  reconstruct  the  maimed  manhood  of 
the  nation  and  give  them  a  self  respecting  place  in  its  community  life  after  the 
terrible  struggle  is  over. 

It  is  proper  for  organized  labor  to  remind  itself  of  the  seriousness  of 
the  problems  and  to  prepare  and  urge  their  proper  solution.  It  is  with  this 
in  mind  that  I  bring  them  to  you  so  that  you  may  return  to  your  respective 
unions  and  urge  your  membership  to  co-operate  in  their  eventual  solution. 

The  history  of  past  confiicts  reminds  us  that  labor  is  always  exposed  to 
exploitation  at  the  hands  of  an  unscrupulous  employing  class.  There  are 
always  some  persons  who  thrive  on  the  misery  of  others  and  this  war  will  be 
no  exception.  We  have  nothing  to  fear  in  the  honest,  patriotic  employers  who 
have  the  interests  of  their  employees  and  the  nation  at  heart.  Such  men 
deserve  our  wholesome  support.  Our  fight  is  rather  against  that  class  of 
employers  whose  private  interests  are  placed  above  the  nations.  It  is  against 
tliese  that  organized  labor  must  arm  itself. 

Sensing  the  danger  of  abrogating  existing  labor  laws  by  an  Act  introduced 
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during  the  closing  days  of  the  last  Legislature,  entitled  "To  Provide  for  the 
Better  Defense  of  the  Commonwealth  in  Time  of  War,"  which  gave  extraor- 
dmary  powers  to  the  Governor,  a  number  of  Labor  Officials,  among  whom 
were  the  folloAving:  Mr.  Harry  Jennings,  John  F.  Stevens,  J.  Frank  O'Hare, 
John  J.  Fenton,  Dennis  Mahoney,  J.  Walter  Mullen,  Secretary  Joyce  and 
myself,  held  several  conferences  with  the  Public  Safety  Committee  and  suc- 
ceeded in  amending  the  act  so  as  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  two  representatives  of  the 
wage  earners  and  two  employers,  who  shall  have  power  to  act  on  all  applica- 
tions made  by  employers  for  the  suspension  of  labor  laws  during  the  period 
of  the  war.  This  Commission  of  which  your  president  is  a  member,  upon 
"-equest  of  your  Executive  Board,  has  aimed  to  safeguard  the  interests  of 
labor  and  will  continue  to  exercise  this  function  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

The  right  to  strike  to  secure  higher  wages  and  improved  conditions  of 
labor  has  become  firmly  established  in  law,  yet  hardly  a  strike  of  consequence 
has  been  fought  in  recent  years  that  did  not  find  employers  of  labor  resorting 
to  the  use  of  injunctions  to  defeat  the  ends  of  industrial  justice.  Every 
organized  worker  knows  very  positively  that  injunctions  have  helped  many 
employers  in  this  state  to  defeat  demands  for  more  equitable  pay  and  more 
wholesome  working  conditions  ahd  hours.  In  this  State  the  injunction  as  strike- 
breaking institution  has  been  employed  extensively,  especially  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State,  where  three  injunction  actions  have  figured  in  the  courts 
within  the  past  year.  In  order  to  maintain  our  rights  and  hold  open  opportun- 
ities for  the  struggle  for  industrial  rights  and  justice,  the  organized  labor  move- 
ment of  this  state  should  renew  its  efforts  to  secure  legislation  providing  the 
same  limitations  and  regulations  as  are  provided  in  the  Clayton  anti  trust  act. 

In  addition  to  urging  a  renewal  of  effort  in  bringing  it  about,  I  would 
strongly  recommend  that  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  adopt  an  inclusive  plan  of  agreement  whereby  all 
affiliated  unions  will  become  parties  to  a  compact  safeguarding  their  interests 
against  restraining  proceedings  in  our  state  courts. 

Despite  an  average  increase  of  approximately  18  per  cent  in  wages  per 
hour  during  the  past  seven  years,  and  a  reduction  of  hours  worked  of  four  per 
cent,  the  rising  cost  of  foods  has  operated  to  cut  the  pay  of  American  work- 
ingman  about  16  per  cent,  expressing  the  terms  of  food  his  wages  will  buy. 
The  war  has  naturally  influenced  the  increasing  cost  of  living,  but  this  con- 
dition confronts  us  and  needs  our  most  earnest  consideration.  Local  Unions 
should  exercise  special  precaution  in  seeing  the  standard  of  living  in  their 
localities  is  not  lowered  below  the  normal  level  of  wages. 

More  and  more  w6men  are  going  out  of  the  home  daily  to  tasks  in  the 
industrial  world.  The  close  relationship  of  this  great  host,  the  mothers  of 
the  next  generation,  to  our  social  well  being  is  obvious  and  it  is  of  vital  interest 
to  society  that  these  young  women  have  a  fair  chance  in  the  world.  Aside 
from  the  great  social  problem  which  the  question  of  women  labor  presents, 
the  war  has  brought  out  very  prominently  the  need  of  determining  the  con- 
ditions under  which  women  shall  be  employed.  The  problem  of  women  and 
minor  labor  is  the  problem  of  the  entire  labor  movement,  since  it  is  one  of 
the  determining  factors  in  establishing  a  progressive  economic  prograni. 
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In  a  recent  report,  the  United  States  industrial  relations  committee  points 
out  the  need  of  urgent  action  in  preventing  a  miscarriage  of  justice  in  the 
famous  Mooney  case  in  San  Francisco.  Supported  by  the  greatest  financial 
interest  in  this  country  a  powerful  group  of  capitalists  and  employers  in  San 
Francisco  has  undertaken  a  campaign  to  crush  trade  unionism  in  that  city. 
Mooney's  case  is  but  a  part  of  the  ruthless  campaign.  The  organized  labor 
movement  of  this  state  should  not  only  support  the  legal  forces  in  the  Mooney 
defense  but  every  afifiliated  union  should  give  its  moral  support. 

In  closing  my  report  I  M^ould  show  a  lack  of  appreciation  if  I  did  not 
acknowledge  my  gratitude  to  my  colleagues  on  the  Executive  Board  for  their 
co-operation  and  support  and  to  the  rank  and  file  for  the  confidence  reposed  in 
me  by  selecting  me  as  their  President.  I  trust  that  your  deliberations  will  be 
s;ich  that  they  will  reflect  credit  on  yourselves  and  the  Locals  you  represent 
aiid  will  bring  about  results  that  will  make  for  the  success  of  the  entire  trade 
union  movement  of  our  State.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SECRETARY-TREASURER 


'J'o  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  Thirty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the 

Massachusetts    State    Branch,    American    Federation    of    Labor. 
Fellow  Workers: 

In  compliance  with  our  Constitution,  we  are  again  assembled  in  conven- 
tion to  devise  ways  and  means  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  workers  of  this 
Commonwealth.  Let  us  all  give  our  best  efforts  to  the  proper  solution  of  all 
matters  which  may  come  before  us  and  when  a  line  of  action  is  determined 
upon,  let  each  delegate  upon  his  or  her  return  home  to  his  or  her  respective 
locality  do  all  that  is  possible  to  have  the  local  unions  follow  out  the  line  of 
action  adopted.  We  are  passing  through  a  period  in  which  the  enemies  of 
organized  labor  are  active  and  nothing  is  left  undone  by  them  to  destroy  the 
labor  movement  and  its  benefits.  Notwithstanding  all  their  efiforts  in  this 
direction  we  are  still  making  progress  and  will  continue  so  to  do.  Let  us 
always  remember  that  we  owe  to  those  we  represent  our  best  endeavors  for 
their  success. 

Realizing  the  industrial  conditions  of  the  present  time  I  would  urge  on 
you  the  necessity  of  organization  and  would  recommend  that  you  solicit  locals 
in  your  district  that  are  not  affiliated  with  this  State  Branch  to  become  a 
component  part  of  our  organization  and  thus  help  in  maintaining  and  promot- 
ing our  success,  and  the  principles  which  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of 
Labor  standi  for. 

Because  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  this  year  you  will  find  the 
expenses  for  the  Legislative  Committee  greatly  increased  which  will  show 
depreciation  in  our  treasury. 

Upon  request  made  to  the  Executive  Board  I  was  instructed  to  circularize 
the  state  to  solicit  funds  for  the  children  of  the  late  Thomas  Tracy  who  was 
Secretary  of  the  Label  Section  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  The 
money  raised  by  this  fund  for  this  organization  was  from  unions  outside  of 
the  Citj^  of  Boston,  the  Boston  locals  having  contributed  to  the  Boston 
C  I/.  U.  Fund.  On  May  1st  your  Secretary  Treasurer  closed  the  fund  and 
remitted  to  William  J.  Spencer,  Treasurer  of  the  Tracy  Fund,  the  sum  of 
$426.87,  an  itemized  statement  of  all  locals  contributing  being  a  part  of  this 
report. 

The  Secretary  was  also  instructed  to  circularize  the  state  to  secure  funds 
for  the  Open  Shop  and  ConstiUitional  Convention  an  itemized  statement  of 
both  these  funds  are  also  a  part  of  the  Secretary  Treasurer's  report. 

My  financial  report  quarterly  statements  of  which  have  been  sent  to  all 
affiliated  unions  shows  the  standing  of  this  organization,  every  outstanding 
bill  having  been  paid.  I  feel  confident  that  it  will  meet  with  the  approval  and 
appreciation  of  the  delegates  and  the  organizations  they  represent.  The 
itemized  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  from  August  1st,  1916,  to  July 
3\st,  1917,  follows:

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 


To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Thirty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the 

Massachusetts  State  Branch. 
Greeting: 

Your  Executive  Council  respectfully  submits  the  following  as  its  report  for 
the  past  year: 

Since  the  last  Convention  the  Council  has  been  in  session  nineteen  times, 
the  earlier  meetings  were  held  jointly  with  the  Legislative  Committee  and 
principally  dealt  with  Legislative  matters  referred  to  Council  by  the  last  Con- 
vention; following  the  usual  custom,  makers  of  resolutions  referred  to  us  by 
Convention  and  other  interested  persons  were  invited  to  appear  before  the 
Council  and  assist  us  with  their  knowledge  of  the  various  subjects.  We  found 
a  disposition  and  the  part  of  these  persons  to  aid  us  to  the  extent  of  their 
ability  and  much  valuable  information  was  imparted  to  the  Council  through 
this  method. 

The  minutes  of  the  several  meetings  will  show  in  detail  what  disposition 
was  made  of  all  resolutions  and  other  matters  referred  to  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil. 

At  the  request  of  Moving  Picture  Operators,  182,  no  action  was  taken  on 
Resolution  40. 

The  grievance  on  Pawtucket  bridge  at  Lowell,  Mass.,  was  referred  to  the 
State  Board  of  Labor  and  Commissioner  Mulready  ordered  an  investigation. 

President  Wrenn  was  instructed  to  attend  the  mass  meetings  at  Pittsfield. 
during  the  strike  of  the  General  Electric  and  Textile  workers. 

Vice  Presidents  were  instructed  to  become  active  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts on  affiliation  and  organization. 
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The  Secretary  was  ordered  to  have  40,000  leaflets  printed  on  Party  En- 
rollment, and  circularize  the  State. 

The  Board  listened  to  the  representatives  of  the  Free  Home  for  Consump- 
tives at  Dorchester  and  again  endorsed  the  splendid  work  which  is  being  done 
there  for  suffering  humanity. 

Messrs.  William  John  and  Thomas  Lee  of  Moulders  International  Union, 
106,  conferred  with  Counsel  regarding  Resolutions  91  and  92,  and  requested  that 
an  amendment  to  the  Acts  of  1916,  Chapter  89  be  amended  to  Insert  wherever 
the  words  "State  Board  of  Conciliation  and  Arbitration"  appear  the  words 
"State  Board  of  Labor  and  Industry"  and  that  a  bill  be  introduced  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  1917  covering  same. 

William  P.  O'Donnell  of  Apartrnent  House  Janitors  conferred  with  the 
Council  regarding  Resolution  46.  Secretary  Joyce  was  ordered  to  work  in  con- 
junction with  Business  Agent  O'Donnell  when  requested. 

A.  C.  Langlois  of  Metal  Polishers  95  appeared  before  the  Board  and  offered 
a  substitute  for  Resolution  1,  which  the  Board  refused  to  accept.  Secretary 
Joyce  was  instructed  to  appear  before  the  Board  of  Labor  ajid  Industries  and 
ask  for  strict  enforcement  of  the  Labor  Laws. 

Vice-President  Nealey  requested  endorsement  of  the  "Labor  Forward 
Movement"  of  Lynn  which  was  granted  and  the  Executive  Board  instructed  its 
Vice-President  to  become  active  at  once. 

Secretary  Joyce  was  instructed  to  go  wherever  requested  to  speak  against 
Party  Enrollment. 

President  Wrenn  reported  the  activity  of  the  Metal  Trades  Association 
of  Springfield  and  vicinity.  He  was  ordered  by  the  Board  to  give  the  Corset 
Workers  of  Springfield  whatever  support  was  necessary. 

The  Executive  Board  and  Legislative  Committee  jointly  attended  a  meet- 
ing before  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  on  the  evening  of  December  14th  re- 
garding amendments  and  other  matters  affecting  Compensation  to  come  before 
the  1917  Legislature. 

Organizer  McCarthy  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  requested  the  Executive  Board  to 
circularize  the  State  in  behalf  of  the  late  Thomas  Tracy's  children,  circulars 
were  sent  out  and  the  amount  received  from  all  donations  will  be  found  in 
the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report. 

Upon  request  from  the  Springfield,  Worcester  and  Boston  Central  Labor 
Unions  asking  that  a  Special  Convention  be  held  within  thirty  days  owing  to 
the  activity  of  the  Metal  Trades  and  Employers'  Association  and  with  reference 
to  the  Constitutional  Convention,  a  Convention  was  held  at  Worcester  in  Jan- 
uary, copies  of  the  proceedings  having  been  sent  to  all  Locals. 

Vice-President  Nealey  appeared  before  the  several  meetings  of  the  City 
Council  of  Lynn  with  regard  to  having  the  Ordinances  amended  for  Free 
Speech,  so  that  organizers  would  have  an  opportunity  to  hold  open  air  meet- 
ings. 

A  representative  of  the  Women's  Trade  Union  League  of  Worcester  ap- 
pieared  before  the  Board  requesting  representation  at  the  State  Branch  Con- 
ventions. The  action  of  the  Haverhill  convention  was  read  and  presented  to  the 
representatives  of  the  Women's  Trade  Union  League  of  Worcester,  also  in- 
formed them  that  if  they  desired  representation  at  our  Convention  it  would 
be  necessary  for  them  to  appear  before  our  Credential  Committee. 
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President  Wrenn  was  instructed  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
New  England  Hotel  Association  to  be  held  at  Red  Lion  Inn,  Stockbridge. 

President  Gompers  requested  that  a  complete  report  of  the  Boy  Scout 
movement  of  Boston  be  sent  him.  After  the  investigation  request  was  complied 
with. 

The  Executive  Board  delegated  President  Wrenn  and  Secretary  Joyce  to 
represent  this  organization  at  the  Gompers-Golden  Anniversary  in  New  York 
City,  January  28th. 

At  the  request  of  the  Lawrence  Allied  Trades  Council  speakers  were  sent 
'to  their  meeting  of  December  17th. 

Representatives  of  the  Russell  Firemen's  Club  requested  support  of  their 
Two  Platoon  Bill  and  two  per  cent,  tax  on  Foreign  Insurance  to  Pension 
Fund.  The  Legislative  Committee  was  instructed  to  give  them  their  full  sup- 
port. 

Vice-President  Nealey  reported  on  the  Labor  Forward  Movement  of  Lynn 
of  the  effective  work  that  is  being  done  by  organizers  Donovan  of  the  Ma- 
chinists and  Keaveney  of  the  Electrical  Workers  at  the  General  Electrical 
Works  in  that  city. 

The  Wage  Agreement  of  Firemen's  Union  No.  3  of  Boston  was  endorsed 
and  Secretary  Joyce  was  instructed  to  act  with  them  on  request. 

The  Executive  Board  went  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  Licensing  of  Bar- 
tenders and  instructed  the  Legislative  Committee  to  oppose  same. 

Upon  request  of  Bartenders  and  Brewery  Workers  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  oppose  prohibition  before  the  Committee  meeting 
and  do  everything  in  their  power  to  bring  about  its  defeat. 

President  Wrenn  appointed  Henry  Sterling,  Typographical  Union  13,  Bos- 
ton, Mass.,  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  Legislative  Committee  caused  by  the  resig- 
nation of  John  P.  Meade  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union  of  Brockton. 

President  Wrenn  and  Secretary  Joyce  reported  on  the  Gompers-Golden 
Anniversary  held  at  New  York,  January  28th. 

As  ordered  by  the  Special  Convention  held  at  Worcester  in  January, 
President  Wrenn  appointed  a  Committee  of  Ten  to  devise  ways  and  means 
to  combat  the  agitation  of  the  Employers'  Association.  He  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing Committee  of  Ten:  Arthur  M.  Huddell,  Engineers,  Boston;  Edward 
N.  Kelley,  Lathers,  Boston;  Abraham  Pearlstein,  News  Wagon  Drivers,  Boston; 
William  Thornton,  Moulders,  Worcester;  P.  F.  Gordon,  Carpenters,  Worcester; 
Emmet  T.  Walls,  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers,  Brockton;  Ja,mes  R.  Menize,  C.  L. 
U.,  Lawrence;  E.  S.  Alden,  C.  L.  U.,  Holyoke;  Arthur  N.  Harriman,  C.  L.  TJ., 
New  Bedford;  Thomas  McCarrol,  Building  Trades,  Springfield. 

This  Committee  met  four  times  and  finally  circularized  the  State  in  re- 
gard to  raising  funds  to  combat  the  activities  of  the  Employers'  Association. 

The  donations  and  funds  will  be  a  part  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

The  Executive  Board  voted  to  meet  monthly  instead  of  quarterly. 

The  Executive  Board  went  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  consolidation  of  the 
Minimum  Wage,  Labor  and  Industries,  Industrial  Accident,  Conciliation  and 
Arbitration  and  Free  Employment  Agencies.  The  Executive  Board  and  Legis- 
lative Committee  to  do  everything  to  interest  their  representatives  and  sena- 
tors in  their  respective  districts. 
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The  Executive  Board  went  on  record  as  against  the  reduction  of  liquor 
licenses  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

The  Executive  Board  approved  the  donation  of  $200  to  the  C.  L.  U.  Open 
Shop  Committee  of  Worcester  from  the  Open  Shop  Fund. 

N.  J.  Nally,  Boston  C.  L.  U.,  appeared  before  the  Board  and  asked  that  ac- 
tion be  taken  against  the  Mutual  Aid  Association  in  this  Commonwealth,  as 
these  associations  prevented  the  organization  of  the  Retail  Clerks. 

The  Committee  on  Constitutional  Convention  reported  that  they  had  mailed 
circulars  to  all  C.  L.  U.'s  and  local  unions  in  the  state  and  formed  a  Com- 
mittee of  700  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  wage  workers  to  look  after  the 
amendments  to  come  up  before  the  Constitutional  Convention. 

President  Wrenn  appointed  Arthur  N.  Harriman  of  New' Bedford  to  fill  a 
vacancy  on  the  Legislative  Committee  caused  by  the  death  of  Brother  Matthias 
J.  Nesdale. 

The  Executive  Board  instructed  Secretary-Treasurer  Joyce  to  secure  two 
One  Hundred  Dollar  Liberty  Bonds  in  the  name  of  the  State  Branch. 

The  Executive  Board  instructed  President  Wrenn  and  Secretary  Joyce  to 
appear  before  the  Governor's  Council  in  behalf  of  the  appointment  of  Mrs. 
Mary  H.  Dewey,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries. 

Secretary  Joyce  was  instructed  to  request  all  Central  Labor  Unions  of  the 
State  to  become  active  at  once  and  have  representatives  of  organized  labor  on 
all  local  Public  Safety  and  all  sub  committees  to  be  appointed.  President  Wrenn 
appointed  John  Macdougall,  William  M.  Nealey  and  Martin  T.  Joyce  to  be 
known  as  the  Public  Safety  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch. 

The  Executive  Board  instructed  the  Legislative  Committee  to  go  on  record 
in  favor  of  one  Mutual  Company  doing  Compensation  Insurance  in  this  State, 
providing  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  from 
outside  of  the  stockholders. 

Secretary  Joyce  was  instructed  to  send  a  telegram  to  President  Gompers 
asking  that  he  confer  with  President  Wilson  and  request  that  a  Commission  be 
appointed  to  regulate  the  price  of  all  food  products  of  the  county.  President 
Gompers  replied  that  the  President  had  no  power  to  appoint  any  such  commis- 
sion, but  that  the  National  Council  of  Defense  were  discussing  ways  and  means 
by  which  some  regulation  on  the  price  of  food  stuffs  may  be  had. 

A  Conference  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee  delegates  from  C.  L.  U.'s 
was  held  by  President  Wrenn  and  the  delegates  requested  to  become  more  ac- 
tive in  their  respective  localities  and  demand  that  more  union  men  be  put  on 
the  Committees. 

President  Wrenn  reported  at  length  upon  the  grievance  between  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Machinists'  Union  of  Springfield  and  the  War  Department  at  which 
the  War  Department  agreed  to  turn  the  entire  matter  over  to  a  Government 
investigator. 

Secretary  Joyce  was  instructed  to  have  all  Central  Labor  Unions  send 
representatives  to  attend  hearings  on  State  wide  prohibition  before  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  and  urge  them  to  protest  against  same. 

The  Executive  Board  took  up  the  question  of  the  War  Emergency  Indus- 
trial Board  created  by  this  year's  Legislature  to  deal  with  matters  that  might 
cause  the  suspension  of  labor  laws.  After  general  discussion  the  President  was 
unanimously  instructed  by  the  Executive  Board  to  allow  his  name  to  be  used 
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as  one  of  the  two  representatives  of  the  wage  earners,  as  the  Board  felt  this 
was  not  a  political  appointment  but  a  position  to  safeguard  the  labor  laws  and 
the  workers  of  this  Commonwealth  during'  the  entire  war  period.  We  are 
pleased  to  state  that  President  Wrenn  was  approved  by  the  Governor  and  is 
now  a  member  of  this  Commission.  The  question  of  a  female  member  on  this 
Board  was  taken  up  and  the  Board  submitted  three  names.  Miss  Mary  Meehan 
of  Bookbinders'  Union  was  appointed  as  the  second  member. 

Walter  McMenimen  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Trainmen  asked  that  our  Board 
give  our  moral  support  on  the  absentee  voting  bill  amendment  before  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention.  Request  granted. 

The  following  bills  were  drawn  by  the  Executive  Board  and  Legislative 
Committee  and  Attorney  Mansfield  to  be  known  as  State  Branch  Bills  and  pre- 
sented to  the  Constitutional  Convention: 

Initiative  and  Referendum. 

Compulsory  Insurance  exclusively  in  a  State  Fund  under  Workmen's  Com 
pensation  Act  and  state  to  provide  other  forms  of  insurance. 

Old  Age  Pensions. 

Public  Ownership  of  Public  Utilities. 

Home  Rule  for  Cities  and  Towns. 

Election  of  Judges . 

Injunctions. 

One  Day's  Rest  in  Seven. 

Food,  shelter  and  other  necessities  of  life. 

Prevailing  Rate  of  Wages. 

Communication  from  Samuel  Gompers  requesting  the  State  Branch  to  sub- 
mit name  of  a  woman  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Women  in 
Industry  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  was  received.  At  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Board  the  matter  was  taken  up  and  the  Secretary  instructed 
to  submit  the  name  of  Mrs.  William  A.  Troy,  Stenographers'  Union  of  Bos- 
ton. We  are  pleased  to  report  that  Mrs.  Troy  was  appointed  by  President 
■Gompers  as  Chairman  on  the  Committee  of  Women  in  Industry. 

The  Executive  Board  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  for  the  splendid 
work  being  done  by  John  F.  Stevens  and  J.  Frank  O'Hare  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Public  Safety  Committee.  They  have  at  all 
times  co-operated  with  the  State  Branch  and  were  of  great  value  in  stopping 
legislation  that  would  practically  annul  many  of  our  present  labor  laws  and 
too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  them  for  the  creation  of  the  War  Industrial 
Emergency  Commission,  for  after  considerable  inconvenience  they  secured  a 
number  of  representatives  of  the  trade  Union  movement  to  meet  at  the  State 
House  in  the  Public  Safety  Committee  rooms  and  discussed  ways  and  means 
of  best  protecting  the  wage  earners  of  this  Commonwealth.  The  trade  union 
movement  of  the  State  were  very  fortunate  to  have  selected  as  our  representa- 
tives men  of  this  type.  They  have  taken  part  in  several  strikes  which  always 
resulted  in  bringing  beneficial  results  to  the  wage  earners. 

One  of  the  great  questions  of  much  interest  to  organized  labor  of  this 
Commonwealth  and  for  many  years  endeavoring  to  accomplish  by  legislation, 
the  liberty  and  rights  which  a  difference  exists  with  the  decisions  of  the  Court, 
either  by  Constitutional  or  Statutory  Law,  the  serving  of  injunctions.  The  de- 
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cisions  passed  down  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  Commonwealth  of  a  bill 
passed  by  the  Legislature  a  few  years  ago  of  injunction,  the  decision  was  de- 
clared unconstitutional. 

Knowing  that  the  representatives  of  organized  labor  of  this  Commonwealth 
and  the  unions  represented  by  them  have  the  utmost  Interest  in  this  subject, 
I  recommend  to  this  Convention  that  the  Executive  Board  be  instructed  to  draft 
and  present  a  resolution  asking  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consist 
of  four  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  three  members  of  the  Sen- 
ate, two  representatives  of  Organized  Labor  and  two  representatives  of  the 
employers  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  consider  the  subject  of  injunctions,  in  the 
controversy  between  Labor  and  Capital  and  that  the  said  committee  report 
with  their  recommendations  to  the  incoming  legislature  in  1919  so  that  justice 
and  fair  play  to  all  concerned  in  the  interest  of  freedom  and  protection,  ad- 
vancement and  success  may  be  given  to  Labor  and  Capital  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  honor  conferred 
upon  us  to  act  as  your  representatives  for  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Officers  and   Delegates  to  the   Thirty-Second   Annual    Convention   of   the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L. 

,  Your  Legislative  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  of  its 
work  for  the  year  1917 : 

HIGH  COST  OF  NECESSARIES  OF  LIFE. 
The  food  question  is  the  most  pressing  problem  before  the  world.  When,  in 
the  middle  of  last  winter,  the  situation  was  made  acute  by  a  sudden  rise  in  prices, 
the  Legislative  Committee  requested  Hon.  F.  W.  Mansfield  to  draw  a  bill  which 
might  relieve  the  intense  pressure  on  the  working  people  of  the  high  cost  of  the 
necessities  of  life.  The  Committee  indicated  the  lines  upon  which  the  bill  ought  to 
be  drawn,  and  the  provisions  it  should  contain.  Sections  2  and  3  of  the  bill 
(H.  1718)  set  forth  clearly  the  things  your  committee  thought  to  be  necessary  to 
protect  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  from  the  extortion  of  speculation  and 
monopoly : 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  commission  at  once  to 
ascertain  the  amount  of  food,  food  products  and  fuel  now  within  the 
commonwealth ;  it  shall  ascertain  the  amount  of  land  available  for 
cultivation,  for  the  production  of  food  and  food  products ;  it  shall 
examine  the  facilities  for  distribution  of  all  necessaries  of  life  including 
those  herein  enumerated ;  it  shall  report  to  the  governor  and  governor's 
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council  the  information  which  it  obtains  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
and  such  information  shall  be  given  to  the  press.  In  times  of  public 
necessity  and  emergency  this  commission  shall  have  absolute  power 
to  acquire  by  right  of  eminent  domain  and  all  other  lawful  processes 
and  means,  land  anywhere  within  the  commonwealth  for  the  purposes 
of  cultivation  and  the  production  of  food  and  food  products ;  to 
purchase  or  seize  all  food,  food  supplies,  food  products,  and  all  other 
necessaries  of  life  wherever  they  may  be  situated,  and  whether  in 
storage  or  in  transit  unless  such  articles  and  commodities  are  subject 
to  the  regulations  and  rules  of  the  interstate  commerce  commission; 
to  s€ize  and  operate  all  means  of  distribution  and  transportation. 

Section  3.  It  shall  have  absolute  power  of  conservation  and  dis- 
tribution over  all  commodities,  and  control  of  all  facilities  which  it 
acquires  or  seizes  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  and 
may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  connected  therewith  as  it  may 
deem  expedient;  it  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  maximum  price 
for  which  all  articles  under  its  control  may  be  sold;  it  may  cause  land 
to  be  cultivated  and  crops  to  be  grown  under  its  supervision. 

The  bill  was  signed  by  Hon.  Channing  Cox,  speaker  of  the  House,  and  intro- 
duced in  the  name  of  the  State  Branch  on  March  2.  A  hearing  upon  it  was  held 
on  March  20,  and  on  April  5  the  Committee  on  Consolidation  of  Commissions 
reported  for  passage  a  new  bill  (H.  1951),  with  broad  powers  for  investigation, 
but  omitted  all  the  provisions  of  the  Labor  bill  (H.  1718)  which  gave  any  effective 
control  over  the  production,  distribution,  or  cost  of  food,  fuel  or  other  necessaries 
of  life.  This  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  and  it  later 
became  in  substance  Section  23  of  the  Military  Defence  Act,  Chapter  342,  General 
Laws,   1917. 

This  military  defence  act  was  introduced  on  May  4,  as  the  result  of  a  message 
from  the  Governor  on  April  25.  It  had  the  support  of  the  Governor  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Safety.  (H.  1996,  2053,  2141),  Section  6  contained  the  widest 
possible  powers  for  the  seizure,  for  the  military  establishment  only,  of  all  sorts 
of  food,  cattle,  poultry,  fuel,  land,  buildings,  machinery,  etc.,  and  to  control  and 
regulate  their  distribution.  Your  committee  secured  amendments  to  this  section, 
so  that  its  powers  may  be  used  not  only  for  military  purposes  but  for  the  welfare 
of  the  inhabitants,  and  minimum  and  maximum  prices  may  be  established.  This 
section,  as  finally  enacted,  makes  interesting  reading: 

Section  6.  Whenever  the  governor  shall  believe  it  necessary  or  expedient 
for  the  purpose  of  better  securing  the  public  safety  or  the  defence  or  welfare  of  the 
commonwealth,  he  may  with  the  approval  of  the  council  take  possession : 

(a)  Of  any  land  or  buildings,  machinery  or  equipment. 

(b)  Of  any  horses,  vehicles,  motor  vehicles,  aeroplanes,  ships, 
boats,  or  any  other  means  of  conveyance,  rolling  stock  of  steam  or 
electric  railroads  or  of  street  railways. 

(c)  Of  any  cattle,  poultry  and  any  provisions  for  man  or  beast, 
and  any  fuel,  gasoline  or  other  means  of  propulsion  which  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  use  of  the  military  or  naval  forces 
of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States,  or  for  the  better  pro- 
tection or  welfare  of  the  commonwealth  or  its  inhahitanis.    He  may 
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use  and  employ  all  property  so  taken  possession  of  for  the  service  of 

the   commonwealth   or  of   the   United   States,   for   such  times   and   in 

such  manner  as, he  shall  deem  for  the  interests  of  the  commonwealth 

or  its  inhabitants,  and  may  in  particular,  when  in  his  opinion  the  public 

exigency  so  requires  sell  or  distribute  gratuitously  to  or  among  any  or 

all   of    the   inhabitants    of    the    commonwealth    anything   taken   under 

clause  (c)  of  this  section  and  may  fix  minimum  and  maximum  prices 

therefor.    He  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  council,  award  reasonable 

compensation  to  the  owners  of  any  property  of  which  he  may  take 

possession  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  for  its  use,  and  for 

any  injury  thereto  or  destruction  thereof  caused  by  such  use. 

The  italics  indicate  the  amendments  to  this  section  secured  by  your  committee. 

Thus,   through   the   efforts   of   your   committee,    the   two    sections,   6   and   23, 

Chapter  342,  Gen.  Laws,  contain  the  essential  provisions  of  the  original  labor  bill, 

H.  1718.    Since  May  26,  1917,  the  date  of  the  signature  of  the  Defence  Act,  there 

has  been  legislation  enough,  secured  by  the  labor  agitation,  to  protect  the  people 

from  extortionate  prices.     If  the  powers  granted  by  that  law  have  not  been  used, 

it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  law  or  of  this  committee.     The  Committee  has  called 

these  powers   aiid   the -economic  situation  to  the  attention  of   the   Governor  and 

urged  that  vigorous  action  be  taken. 

SUSPENSION    OF   LABOR   LAWS. 

Your  Legislative  Committee  was  not  willing  to  believe  that  there  was  any 
need  of  lowering  labor  standards  during  the  present  war  emergency.  It  appeared 
to  us  that  increasing  the  number  of  hours  of  labor,  particularly  for  women  and 
children,  would  not  only  result  in  hardship  and  injury  to  the  workers,  but  would  in 
the  long  run  decrease  rather  than  increase  the  output,  and  would  lower  the 
quality.  Therefore  we  opposed  all  efforts  to  suspend  or  modify  the  labor  laws, 
until  late  in  the  session  the  pressure  for  some  changes  became  so  great  that  there 
seemed  to  be  danger  that  there  might  be  wholesale  nullification  of  the  laws  unless 
some  concessions  Tivere  made.  So  the  committee  joined  in  conference  with  leading 
labor  men  and  representatives  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee,  and  Section  24  of 
the  CommonweSilth  Defence  Act  (Ch.  342,  Gen.  Laws)  was  evolved.  It  provides 
for  a  special  cohlmittee  of  5  persons,  to  whom  all  requests  for  any  temporary 
modification  of  'labor  laws  in  particular  emergencies  shall  be  submitted.  This 
committee,  after  hearings,  has  power  to  grant  or  refuse  such  requests. 
WORKMEN'S^  COMPENSATION  LEGISLATION. 

The  Legislative -Committee  had  introduced  a  bill  for.  the  exclusion  of  private, 
profit-making,  stock  insurance  companies .  from  the  transaction  of  business  under 
the  Workmen's  Compensation:  Act  .(H..  so),  but  it  failed.  Bills  to  make  insurance 
compulsory  on  all  employers  coming  under  the  terms  of  the  act,  and  to  establish 
a  state  fund  to  which  all  eiiiployers  must  contribute,  have  been  held  to  be  uncon- 
stitutional, and  th'e  Legislatures  of '1916  and  1917  have  refused  to  consider  any 
constitutional  arhendments,'  because  a  constitutional  convention  was  to  be  held. 
Your  committee  has  had  these  matters  introduced  into  the  convention  and  hopes  for 
favorable  action'.''' 

The  bill  providing  tor'  'the  'iippoTntriient  of  district  inspectors  was  lost,  the 
chairman  of  the'IndustriafAccid'^nt'Boar'd  stating  to  the  Public  Service  Committee 
that  the  board  how'has  power  to' J{pp|6m1I' such  inspectbrs,  but  the  Governor's  Council 
refuses  to  approve 'expenditiires^f of 't!hat~fitit'i)6se. 
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Efforts  to  secure  payments  from  the  date  of  injury  when  disability  continued 
28  days  failed,  but  the  maximum  payment  an  injured  person  may  receive  under 
the  compensation  act  was  increased  from  $10  per  week  to  $14  per  week.  This 
measure  (Chapter  249,  Gen.  Laws)  was  secured  against  the  adverse  report  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee  and  in  spite  of  strong  opposition  in  both  houses.  It  increases 
the  amount  of  benefits  to  be  paid  to  injured  workmen  by  more  than  $100,000 
annually.  The  passage  of  this  measure  alone  more  than  justifies  the  money  cost 
of  the  legislative  part  of  the  work  of  the  State  Branch. 

The  State  Branch  at  the  Springfield  Convention  voted  to  secure  a  measure 
relieving  injured  employees  from  paying  one-third  of  the  amount  due  to 
arbitrators.  The  arbitration  system  has  been  found  to  be  cumbrous  in  practice 
and  productive  of  great  delays  in  reaching  a  decision.  The  Judiciary  Committee 
was  of  the  opinion  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board 
that  there  be  one  arbitrator  instead  of  three,  was  a  good  one,  and  the  Executive 
and  Legislative  Committees  of  the  State  Branch  agreed,  so  the  expense  to  the 
injured  workman  was  abolished  by  doing  away  with  that  form  of  arbitration 
(Chapter  297,  Gen.  Laws).  One  member  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  will 
hereafter  be  the  arbitrator. 

An  extension  of  free  medical  and  hospital  treatment  and  medicines  and  a 
choice  of  physicians  was  secured  by  the  passage  of  Chapter  198  of  the  General 
Laws.  This  was  a  measure  strongly  advocated  in  the  Springfield  Convention,  and 
it  was  felt  at  that  time  that  it  would  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  secure. 

Chapter  269  of  the  General  Acts  provides  for  the  payment  of  burial  expenses 
in  case  of  death  resulting  from  accident  while  at  work,  the  sum  paid  to  be  a  part  of 
the  compensation  payable  and  to  such  extent  shorten  the  period  of  payment. 

PREVAILING  WAGES  FOR  CITIZEN  TEAMSTERS  ON  PUBLIC  WORKS. 

For  more  than  25. years  the  labor  people  have  urged  that  citizen  mechanics, 
laborers,  and  teamsters  be  given  preference  and  be  paid  the  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  on  public  works.  Numberless  sharp  contests  have  occurred  in  the  Legisla- 
ture on  this  proposition.  Only  partial  results  have  from  time  to  time  been  secured, 
but  each  advance  has  been  used  as  a  stepping  stone  to  further  progress.  Th^  law 
now,  by  the  passage  of  269,  General  Acts  of  1917,  is  specific  and  clear  that  citizens 
shall  have  the  preference  and  that  mechanics  and  teamsters  shall  be  paid  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  on  works  constructed  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

HOMESTEAD  LEGISLATION. 

The  Homestead  Commission  is  authorized  by  Chapter  310  to  spend  $50,000 
in  an  actual  test  to  determine  the  advisability  of  aiding  working  people  to  acquire 
homes.  This  is  the  result  of  eight  years'  hard  work  by  the  State  Branch,  requiring 
the  adoption  of  a  constitutional  amendment  before  the  appropriation  was  possible. 
The  Social  Welfare  Committee  favored  the  proposition,  but  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committees  of  both  Senate  and  House  reported  that  the  bill  ought  not  to  pass  ; 
nevertheless,  the  appropriation  was  carried  in  both  houses  against  the  strong 
opposition  of  these  powerful  Committees.  Seven  acres  of  land  have  been  secured 
within  about  a  mile  of  the  industrial  center  of  Lowell,  plans  for  small  houses  have 
been  drawn  and  bids  asked  for.  A  few  months  may  show  the  success  or  failure 
of  the  homestead  movement  in  this  country.     It  is  a  fact  demonstrated  by  actual 
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building  in  other  countries  and  by  investigation  in  Massachusetts,  that  the  Govern- 
ment can  ensure  a  decent,  wholesome  home  for  every  workman's  family  in  the 
commonwealth  at  reasonable  cost,  without  expense  to  the  Government  or  the 
workman,  the  rents  which  the  workers  now  pay  being  sufficient  to  pay  for  such  a 
home  and  extinguish  whatever  indebtedness  might  be  incurred  in  their  behalf. 
This  movemeht  is  going  steadily  forward  and  seems  to  need  only  a  few  years' 
attention  and  development  to  make  it  worth  untold  millions  to  the  workers  of  the 
State. 

OTHER  LABOR  LEGISLATION. 

Bills  introduced  by  others  and  supported  by  the  State  Branch  Legislative 
Committee  were  enacted  as  follows:  Chapter  no,  General  Laws,  providing  for 
a  meal  period  of  at  least  45  minutes  for  all  women  and  minors  under  18  years  of 
age  employed  in  factories,  introduced  by  Representative  John  T.  Crowley  of 
Abington;  Chapter  213,  relative  to  labor  liens  under  contracts  made  before  1916; 
Chapter  ^2,  requiring  lockers  for  hotel  employees ;  Chapter  16,  submitting  again  to 
referendum  the  question  of  vacations  for  laborers  in  cities  which  failed  to  accept 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  217,  Acts  of  1914;  Chapter  86,  providing  for  transfer  of 
laborers  of  Boston  Transit  Commission  to  the  employ  of  any  city  or  town  in  the 
metropolitan  district;  Chapter  254,  to  enable  cities  and  towns  to  give  employees 
who  enlist  the  difference  between  their  military  and  municipal  pay;  special  acts 
for  Westfield  to  vote  on  8-hour  day  (133)  and  Somerville  on  Saturday  half- 
holidays   (205). 

MEASURES  LOST. 

Bills  for  an  eight  hour  day  for  women  in  manufacturing  and  mercantile 
establishments ;  prohibition  of  overtime  employment  for  women  before  6  A.  M. 
and  after  6  P.  M. ;  half-time  for  young  children,  not  over  five  hours  of  labor  for 
any  child  between  14  and  16  years  when  the  public  schools  are  in  session,  attend- 
ance at  a  school  session  balance  of  the  day  compulsory;  three-tours  of  work  of 
eight  hours  each  for  tour  workers  in  paper  mills ;  one  day's  rest  in  seven  for  hotel 
and  restaurant  employees,  and  other  workers ;  non-contributory  old-age  pensions 
for  deserving  and  need}'^  citizens ;  place  all  employment  agencies,  public  and  private, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  department  of  Labor  and  Industries;  submit  to  the 
voters  the  question  of  public  ownership  and  operation  of  street  railways ;  a  measure 
to  forbid  excessive  fines  for  tardiness  or  spoiled  work,  to  an  amount  greater  than 
the  loss;  providing  that  judges  be  elected  for  terms  not  to  exceed  five  years; 
providing  that  stone  or  marble  used  in  construction  of  public  buildings  be  worked 
and  dressed  in  Massachusetts,  and  native  stone  be  used  wherever  possible — were 
defeated. 

The  fight  or  an  8-hour  day  for  women  in  industry  was  a  hard  and  bitter  one. 
The  Committee  on  Social  Welfare  reported  against  it,  but  Representative  Crowley 
moved  that  the  adverse  report  be  amended  by  the  substitution  of  a  bill  for  a  fifty- 
hour  week.  The  bill  was  carried  in  the  House  by  a  vote  of  145  yes  to  74  no,  but 
special  interests  influenced  the  Senate  to  kill  the  bill  by  a  vote  of  ii  yes  to  20  no. 

The  bill  for  three  tours  of  work  of  eight  hours  each  for  tour  workers  in  paper 
mills  seemed  likely  to  pass,  but  it  was  amended  in  the  Senate  so  as  to  leave  out 
the  words  "required"  or  "permitted,"  making  the  measure  not  enforceable.  The 
paper  workers  of  Holyoke  urged  that  the  bill  in  this  form  be  killeil  rather  than 
enacted,  and  this  was  done. 
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Another  hard  fight  was  made  on  the  bill  providing  for  one  day's  rest  in 
seven  for  hotel  and  restaurant  employees,  and  the  roll  call  affords  a  curious  study 
of  the  names  of  the  people  connected  with  religious  and  up-lift  institutions  of 
various  kinds  who  were  opposed  to  securing  one  day  off  in  seven  for  the  women 
and  men  engaged  in  this  industry.  Many  of  the  women  in  hotels  and  restaurants 
are  not  under  the  protection  of  any  labor  law  whatsoever. 

Non-contributory  old-age  pensions  was  lost  because  of  the  cry  that  industry 
is  overtaxed  already,  and  it  is  said  that  there  is  no  source  from  which  the  millions 
required  for  pensions  can  be  secured  without  still  further  burdening  Massachusetts 
industries. 

Health  Insurance  was  a  subject  long  and  bitterly  debated  at  various 
hearings  before  the  committee  on  social  welfare.  The  Springfield  Convention  of 
the  State  Branch  resolved  in  favor  of  a  suitable  bill  providing  for  health  insur- 
ance. Its  wonderful  promises  of  good  for  the  laboring  people  are  attractive,  but 
every  bill  before  the  Legislature,  and  seemingly  every  bill  that  ever  could  be  drawn 
on  the  subject,  interferes  with  so  many  vital  rights  of  the  laboring  people,  that 
it  appears  better  to  forego  the  benefits  that  might  be  secured  than  incur  the  evils 
that  might  follow  the  adoption  of  such  a  system. 

Public  ownership  and  operation  of  street  railways  was  again  up,  with  long 
debates  for  and  against.  At  one  time  it  looked  as  though  we  might  secure  a 
referendum  by  the  voters  on  the  question.  The  complications  arising  from  the 
increased  demands  of  the  companies,  poor  service,  proposed  consolidations,  issues 
of  new  stocks  and  bonds,  are  such  as  to  warrant  the  belief  that  the  matter  cannot 
be  settled  except  with  a  reference  to  the  voters.  The  whole  subject  was  side- 
tracked again  this  year  by  the  creation  of  a  special  temporary  commission  to  study 
the  question  and  report  to  the  next  Legislature.  There  seems  to  be  but  little  interest 
taken  in  the  deliberations  of  that  commission. 

All  the  educational  interests  of  the  commonwealth  are  opposed  to  a  state  univer- 
sity. Such  an  institution  can  be  secured  only  through  the  Initiative  and  Refer- 
endum. It  is  needed- to  educate  men  in  the  principles  of  democracy  and  self- 
government,  if  for  no  other  reason. 

The  measure  to  forbid  employers  exacting  excessive  fines  employees  for 
tardiness  was  amended  in  the  Senate  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it  useless;  sent  to 
conference  committee  of  both  houses  and  allowed  to  die. 

Consideration  of  the  election  of  judges  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  five  years 
was  refused  because  of  the  pending  meeting  of  the  constitutional  convention. 


Two  changes  occurred  in  the  membership  of  the  Legislative  Committee  through 
the  resignation  of  John  P.  Meade  and  the  death  of  Matthias  Nesdale.  These 
vacancies  were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Henry  Sterling  and  Arthur  N. 
Harriman.  The  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Nesdale  was  a  shock  and  distinct  loss  to 
the  Committee.  He  was  successfully  familiarizing  himself  with  the  legislative 
duties  and  had  already  done  some  effective  work  before  his  sudden  demise. 

Immediately  after  the  passage  of  the  act  making  possible  the  holding  of  a 
Constitutional  Convention,  your  Legislative  Committee  undertook  the  work  of 
insuring  a  liberal  and  progressive  Convention.  To  this  end  it  was  deemed  proper 
to  ask  every  candidate  whether  he  believed  in  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  and 
would  vote  for  it.     In  this  work  the  "Boston  American"   and  the   Union  for  a 
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Progressive  Constitution  have  been  of  vital  assistance.  When  the  Convention 
met  there  seemed  to  be  a  majority  of  at  least  60  votes  in  favor  of  that  measure. 
Special  interests  and  ultra-conservatives  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  defeat  it. 
The  result  is  not  known  when  the  State  Branch  Convention  meets. 

The  Legislative  Committee  recommends  that  the  following  be  State  Branch 
Bills  before  the  Legislature  of  1918,  together  with  such  other  measures  as  may  be 
added  by  the  Convention. 

1.  Proportional  representation. 

2.  A  State  fund  to  which  all  employers  coming  under  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  must  subscribe. 

3.  An  8-hour  day  for  women  in  manufacturing  and  mercantile  establishments. 

4.  Less  hours  of  labor  for  young  children,  not  over  5  per  day. 

5.  Three  tours  of  work  of  8  hours  each  for  tour  workers  in  paper  mills. 

6.  One  day's  rest  in  7  for  hotel  and  restaurant  employees  and  other  workers. 

7.  Non-contributory  old  age  pensions  for  deserving  and  needy  citizens. 

8.  Place  all  employment  agencies,  public  and  private,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industries. 

9.  Submit  to  the  voters  the  question  of  public  ownership  and  operation 
of  street  railways.

SECOND  DAY,  MORNING  SESSION. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  9:35  A.  M.,  President  Wrenn  in  the 
chair.

The  time  has  come  when  we  have  to  appeal  for  assistance  in  the  line  of 
speakers  for  noon-day  meetings  as  we  have  appeared  at  the  various  gates  so 
many  times  our  arguments  are  getting  all  run  out. 

There  are  15,000  men  and  women  employed  in  this  plant  and  a  very  good 
field  for  many  organizations  outside  of  the  two  who  are  making  an  effort  here, 
but  none  seem  to  be  interested. 

This  plant  has  been  an  eye  sore  to  organized  labor  in  this  section  for  many 
years  and  many  efforts  have  been  made  without  success.  I  feel  now  that 
the  time  is  ripe  for  organization  of  this  plant  if  you  can  give  us  some  assist- 
ance by  sending  speakers  from  Boston  and  vicinity  to  aid  us  in  our  noon- 
day talks  at  the  various  gates.

PRESIDENT  WRENN:  We  have  with  us  at  the  present  time  an  Inter- 
national President,  who  desires  to  address  the  convention  at  this  time  and  get 
away  as  early  as  possible,  as  he  has  other  matters  to  attend  to  in  the  state,  so 
I  will  take  this  opportunity  to  introduce  to  you  the  International  President  of 
the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Employees'  Alliance  of  America,  Mr.  Edward  Flore. 

MR.  FLORE  said  in  part:  Mr.  Chairman  and  delegates  to  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Federation  of  Labor:  It  isn't  my  pui'pose  to  take  up  a  great  deal  of 
your  time  this  morning.  I  desire  first  to  convey  to  you  the  fraternal  greetings 
and  best  wishes  of  the  International  Union  that  I  have  the  honor  of  represent- 
ing, the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Employees'  Alliance  and  the  Bartenders'  Interna- 
tional League  of  America. 

It  seems  that  I  appear  before  you  year  after  year  and  I  am  getting  to  feel 
as  though  I  am  a  resident  of  your  state,  coming  in  contact  with  you  so  fre- 
quently makes  me  feel  quite  at  home  with  you.  What  I  have  to  say  to  you  is 
more  in  the  nature  of  an  appeal  for  assistance. 

I  was  much  pleased  yesterday  with  the  unanimous  action  of  this  conven- 
tion in  opposition  to  the  state-wide  bill  now  before  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion, and  I  want  to  ask  you  this  morning  not  to  let  that  action  of  yesterday 
complete  your  work  in  that  particular  field.  While  the  action  of  this  conven- 
tion will  have  its  weight  in  the  legislative  halls  of  this  state,  yet  there  is  equally 
as  important  work  requiring  your  attention,  and  that  particular  work  is  to  have 
you  induce  those  whom  you  represent  to  take  up  this  matter  with  their  respec- 
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tive  legislators  in  this  constitutional  convention  and  endeavor  to  prevail  upon 
them  to  see  this  matter  in  the  same  light  as  the  State  Federation  session  of 
3'^esterday  saw  it.  Try  to  have  your  organization  go  on  record  in  opposition 
to  the  amendment  of  your  constitution  and  send  a  letter  to  them  and  do  what 
you  can  to  aid  us. 

In  addition  to  that  I  want  to  make  another  appeal  to  you.  We  are  de- 
sirous of  thoroughly  organizing  our  craft  throughout  the  country  and  particu- 
larly the  culinary  workers,  waiters,  cooks,  waitresses  and  miscellaneous  oc- 
cupations. When  you  return  home  if  it  is  possible  for  you  to  do  anything  in 
the  line  of  patronizing  and  urge  your  members  to  patronize  places  which  dis- 
play our  card  or  button,  it  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  us.

DELEGATE  McCARTHY:  Mr.  Chairman,  that  completes  the  report  of 
the  committee  at  this  time;  we  are  again  desirous  of  calling  to  your  attention 
the  fact  that  the  time  for  filing  resolutions  expires  at  12  o'clock  and  urges  those 
who  have  resolutions  to  present  tliem  as  soon  as  possible. 
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VICE-PRESIDENT  MULLIuM:  We  have  with  us  today  a  man  who 
needs  no  introduction,  and  will  present  an. interesting  subject  to  the  workmen 
of  Massachusetts,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  ^introduce  to  you  Mr.  Joseph  Parks 
of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board.  ■    '  ■'    ■'■■■■ 

MR.  JOSEPH  PARKS: 
Mr.  President  and  Brother  Unionists: — 

It  is  a  pleasant  task  that  has  been  assigned  to  me  today  that  of  laying 
aside  for  the  moment  the  cares  of  membership  in  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board,  and  addressing  mj'  brother  unionists  upon  the. Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Act.  Labor,  from  the  first,  has  shown  its  deep  interest  in  this  law,  per- 
haps the  greatest  and  most  liberal  piece  of  social  legislation  which  has  been 
enacted  in  this  Commonwealth.  My  interest  has.  been  of  the  deepest  also,  for 
I  have  come  to  form  certain  ideals  of  social  justice  in  my  long,  up-hill  way 
from  the  weave-room  which  I  entered  at  11,  through  the  councils  of  organized 
labor  which  I  became  attached  to  in  early  manhood,  and  in  my  long  public 
career  as  the  servant  of  organized  labor  in  the  Legislature.'  I  have  seen  labor 
grown  from  the  little  acorn  to  the  giant  oak,  until  now,  under  able,  intelligent, 
irreproachable  leadership,  it  is  the  backbone  of  the  nation  in  its  fight  against 
the  oppression  and  barbarism  of  Kaiserism.  And  I  feel  a  great  pride  that 
through  all  labor's  battles  for  recognition  and  justice,  I  have  been  constantly 
and  unswervingly  doing  my  mite  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  aim. 

Appointed  to  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  because  of  labor's  champion- 
ship of  my  candidacy,  and  because  of  my  connection  with  the  commission 
which  investigated  the  matter  of  enacting  a.  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  in 
Massachusetts,  it  is  only  natural  that  I  should  be  prepared' to  give  briefly  an 
account  of  my  stewardship  on  that  corrimission,  which  has  come  to  be  popu- 
la'-Iy  known  in  Massachusetts,  at  least  among  labor  men,  as  their  own  spec- 
ial court — the  Industrial  Court — where  speedy  hearings  and  fair  play  may  be 
had  with  the  least  possible  "red  tape."  There,  at  all  times,  the  "open  door" 
policy  prevails,  and  commissioner,  or  secretary,  or  any  other  employee,  may 
bo  interviewed  and  advice  received,  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

During  the  past  five  years,  approximately  $16,000,000  have  been  paid  out 
to  workmen  and  women,  and  their  widows  and  orphans,  under  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act,  and  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board.  It  is  believed  that  if  the  present  industrial  prosperity  and 
progress  continues,  increased  sums  will  be"  paid  out  during  future  years.  Of 
this  immense  sum,  approximately  $3,500,000  has  been  paid  to  hospitals  and 
physicians  for  medical  care  and  services;  $3,600,000  has  been  paid  out  in  bene- 
fits to  widows  and  orphans  of  fatally  injured  employees;  and  the  balance  of 
$9,000,000  has  been  paid  as  compensation  to  employees  who  have  received  non- 
fatal injuries.  The  number  of  reports  of  injuries  has  increased  from  90,000  dur- 
ing the  first  year,  to  200,000  during  the  fifth  year  of  the  act.  The  number  of 
hearings  has  increased  584  during  the  first  year,  to  upwards  of  2,500  during 
the  fifth  year,  with  the  number  increasing  because  of  increasing  business  and 
certain  changes  in  the  act.  In  addition  to  formal  hearings,  many  informal  hear- 
ings, conferences  and  interviews,  numbering  into  the  hundreds  each  week,  are 
held  by  Board  members  who  find  that  the  work  of  administering  this  law  re- 
quires full  time,  and  overtime,  and  all  the  time  that  can  be  possibly  spared  to 
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continue  to  make  the  law  the  great  success  that  it  is,  in  the  eyes  of  the  people 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  in  the  opinion  of  students  of  the  law  and  com- 
missioners from  other  states  in  the  union. 

The  following  amendments  have  been  enacted  during  the  1917  session  of 
the  Legislature: 

1.  An  increase  in   the   maximum  weekly  compensation,  "while   the   inca- 

pacity for  work  resulting  from  the  injury  is  total,"  to  $14  a  week. 

2.  The  payment  "in  all  cases"  of  fatal  injury  of  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $100 
to  pay  the  reasonable  expense  of  the  burial  of  the  employee.     If  the 

employee  leaves  dependents  "such  a  sum  shall  be  a  part  of  the  com- 
pensation payable,  and  shall  to  that  extent  diminish  the  period  of  pay- 
ment." 

3.  The  selection  of  a  physician  other  than  the  one  provided  by  the  insurer 
by  the  employee;  "and  in  case  he  shall  be  treated  by  a  physician  of  his 
own  selection,  or  where,  in  case  of  emergency  or  for  other  justifiable 

cause,  a  physician  other  than  the  one  provided  by  the  association  is 
called  in  to  treat  the  injured  employee,  the  reasonable  cost  of  his  serv- 
ices shall  be  paid  by  the  association." 

4.  The  abolition  of  committees  of  arbitration  and  the  hearing  of  cases 
previously  assigned  to  committees  by  single  members  of  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board. 

5.  An  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  from  five  to  seven  mem- 
bers; the  assignment  of  five  members  to  serve  as  a  reviewing  board, 
three  members  of  which  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  decide  all  mat- 
matters  which  are  required  to  be  heard  by  the  Board;  and  provisions 
for  the  hearing  of  cases  involving  a  review  of  weekly  payments  by 
single  'members  subject  to  the  right  of  review  before  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board. 

All  of  these  amendments  strengthen  and  improve  the  law  with  the  ex- 
ception of  that  relating  to  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  burial 
of  a  fatally  injured  employee.  The  Industrial  Accident  Board  recommended 
that  the  previous  law  providing  for  the  payment  of  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $200 
in  cases  where  they  were  no  dependents  should  be  amended  by  providing:  "The 
insurer  shall  also  pay  to  the  dependents  or  the  representative  of  the  deceased, 
as  provided  in  this  Act,  the  sum  of  $100  for  the  burial  expenses  of  the  de- 
ceased." The  reason  for  this  amendment  is  explained  in  the  Board's  recom- 
mendation to  the  Legislature  which  follows: 

The  Board  presents  an  amendment  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  benefits 
to  dependents  of  fatally  injured  employees  which  will  relieve  a  need  that  is 
brought  into  existence  by  the  death  of  the  deceased.  It  is  proposed  to  amend 
the  statute  in  this  respect  so  as  to  provide  f6r  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $100 
to  dependents,  or  the  representative  of  the  deceased,  for  the  burial  expenses 
of  the  deceased.  If  an  advance  payment  from  the  weekly  compensation  is  not 
obtainable,  which  the  Board  has  no  authority  to  award,  no  provision  exists  at 
present  under  the  act  for  burial  expenses,  other  than  when  the  deceased  has 
left  no  dependents.  In  the  case  of  living  dependents,  their  necessities  are  no 
more  than  met  by  the  weekly  compensation  received  and  intended  for  this  pur- 
ipose. 
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For  a  reason  that  is  not  clear,  however,  the  law,  instead  of  being  strength- 
'pned,  was  weakened  by  the  passage  of  this  year's  amendment  and  an  endeavor 
should  be  made  during  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature  to  have  this 
remedied. 

So  successful  has  been  the  work  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  that 
■our  law,  which  is  an  elective  measure,  has  been  accepted  by  approximately  40,- 
'000  employers  of  labor,  as  against  a  mere  12,000  at  the  time  it  first  became  ef- 
fective. Instead  of  a  mere  100,000  workers  receiving  benefits  under  its  bene- 
iicient  provisions,  nearly  900,000  employees  are  now  entitled  to  compensation 
for  personal  injuries  which  arise  out  of  their  employment.  Compared  with 
■old  common  law  conditions,  with  the  doctrine  of  employee's  negligence,  as- 
sumption of  the  risk  of  injury  and  fellow  servant's  negligence  in  vogue,  con- 
ditions under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  are  almost  ideal.  This  is 
shown  by  the  comparative  statistics  of  the  Board  which  indicate  that  the  em- 
ployee of  the  non-insured  employer  rarely  has  even  a  chance,  after  the  delays 
of  a  suit  at  law,  to  obtain  any  redress,  while  for  the  same  kind  of  injury  under 
our  act,  he  is  certain  to  receive  compensation  equivalent  to  two-thirds  of  his 
average  wages,  not  exceeding  $14  a  week,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  500 
weeks  and  in  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $4,000.  The  familiar  face  of  the  widowed 
wife  of  the  railroad  man  whose  employer  has  not  accepted  our  act,  and  her 
story  of  no  payments  because  the  company  was  not  guilty  of  negligence,  offers 
a  pitiable  contrast  to  the  widow  and  orphans  who  are  entitled  to  a  maximum 
of  $4,000  on  account  of  the  fatal  injury  of  their  husband  and  father,  whose 
employer  is  insured  under  our  act. 

Yet,  there  are  some  disturbing  signs  in  the  situation  which  make  it  ex- 
pedient for  labor  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  protect  their  interests. 

First  there  is  the  situation  with  regard  to  longshoremen,  as  affected  by 
the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Jensen  v. 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad. 

Second,  there  is  the  situation  with  regard  to  occupational  diseases  as 
covered  by  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  In  this  connection,  it  has  been 
suggested  that  I  review  briefly  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  upon 
diseases  in  general  and  to  occupational  diseases  in  particular. 

The  Court  has  said,  in  Madden's  case,  that  there  is  no  explicit  provision 
for  compensating  occupational  diseases  as  such.  Rugg,  Chief  Justice,  says: 
"  'Personal  injury'  is  the  only  ground  for  compensation.  The  legislative  prin- 
ciple declared  by  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  to  be  the  test  to  which  all 
cases  arising  under  it  must  be  subjected,  is  that  whatever  rightly  is  describable 
as  a  'personal  injury,'  if  received  'in  the  course  of  and  arising  out  of  the  em- 
ployment, becomes  the  basis  of  being  a  claim."  In  another  case,  Crowley's 
case,  the  Supreme  Court  says  that  the  law  does  not  prescribe  any  standard  or 
fiiness  to  which  the  employee  must  conform  and  that  compensation  "is  not 
based  on  any  implied  warranty  of  perfect  health,  or  immunity  from  latent  and 
unknown  tendencies  to  disease  which  may  develop  into  positive  ailments,  if 
incited  to  activity  through  any  cause  originating  in  the  performance  of  the 
work  for  which  he  is  hired."  Therefore,  it  is  held  that  a  man  having  pre-exist- 
ing a  constitutional  disease  which  is  accelerated  to  the  point  of  death  by  per- 
sonal injury,  is  covered  under  the  act.     In  Brightman's  case,  it  was  held  by 
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the  Court  affirming  the  Board,  that  "acceleration  of  previously  existing  heart 
disease  to  a  mortal  end  sooner  than  otherwise  it  would  have  come  is  an  injury 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act."  In  Hurle's  cas'e, 
the  Board  held  and  the  Court  affirmed,  that  the  employee's  total  loss  of  vision, 
due  to  bodily  harm  caused  by  noxious  vapors  and  gas  escaping  from  the  fur- 
nace over  which  he  had  charge,  was  a  "personal  injury."  And  in  Johnson's  case, 
in  which  it  was  shown  that  the  employee  had  been  absorbing  lead  poison 
during  his  occupation  for  a  period  of  20  years,  the  Court  affirmed  the  Board's 
finding  that  the  condition  of  plumbism  of  lead  poisoning  was  a  personal  in- 
jury which  arose  out  of  the  employment. 

Accepting  these  decisions  as  stating  the  law,  the  Board  believed  it  un- 
necessary to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  plan  in  vogue  in  many  states 
and  in  other  countries  of  naming  the  occupational  diseases  which  were  in- 
tended to  be  covered  by  the  act.  Recentl)^,  however,  a  decision  of  great  im- 
portance affecting  cigar-makers  in  particular,  was  rendered  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court.  This  is  what  is  known  as  Maggalet's  case,  in  which  the  Board 
awarded  compensation  to  a  cigar-maker  and  the  Court  reversed  the  decision 
and  found  that  the  insurer  was  not  liable. 

Maggalet,  as  shown  by  the  evidence,  was  suffering  from  a  nervous  condi- 
tion due  to  the  posture  or  position  which  he  assumed  in  the  making  of  cigars. 
Upon  this  point,  the  Court  says:  "A  nervous  condition  dependent  upon  poor 
posture  of  the  body,  in  our  opinion,  does  not  constitute  a  commonly  known  and 
well  recognized  personal  injury  consequent  upon  the  employment.  It  is  dif- 
ficult to  establish  and  define  a  plain  line  of  division  between  what  is  personal 
injury  within  the  Act  on  the  one  hand  and  simple  disease  on  the  other  hand. 
But  personal  injury  and  disease  are  not  synonymous.  They  are  different  in 
meaning.  One  does  not  include  the  other.  They  are  classifications  differing 
from  each  other  in  kind,  although  they  may  overlap  in  some  instances."  The 
Court  then  goes  on  to  say  that  there  is  not  enough  evidence  to  show  that  the 
condition  of  the  employee  was  the  necessary  result  of  his  work  and  that  his 
inability  to  work  "arose  on  all  the  evidence  from  a  bad  posture  of  the  body 
while  at  work.  But  there  is  nothing  to  show  that  this  was  a  necessary  incident 
of  the  employment.  Scarcely  anything  is  more  difficult  to  control  or  influence 
than  the  position  of  the  body  of  another.  Whether  one  shall  be  erect  or  stoop- 
ing of  figure,  whether  the  carriage  of  the  person  shall  be  lithe  or  stiff,  whether 
the  chest  shall  be  narrow  or  broad,"  etc.,  the  Court  says,  has  no  relation  to 
the  emnlo3'ment  and  that  disease  or  incapacity  resulting  therefrom  is  not  a 
personal  injury  under  the  law. 

From  a  careful  study  of  this  decision,  I  believe  that  its  only  effect  will 
be  to  take  out  of  the  scope  of  the  law  cases  of  a  similar  nature,  such  as  a  neu- 
rosis due  to  the  bad  natural  posture  or  position  of  the  body,  the  "gradual  break- 
ing down  or  degeneration  of  tissue  caused  by  long  and  laborious  work,"  as 
referred  to  in  the  Court  in  Maggalet's  case,  and  other  cases  where  the  disabling 
disease  cannot  be  traced  to  the  employment  as  a  proximate  contributing  cause. 
All  other  cases  of  cigar-maker's  neurosis,  such  as  the  peculiar  condition  caused 
by  the  nature  of  the  work  in  rolling  and  making  cigars,  and  the  resulting  par- 
alysis of  the  over-used  muscles,  probably  are  covered,  notwithstanding  this 
decision. 
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Cigar-makers  may  make  probability  a  certainty,  however,  by  preparing  for 
submission  to  the  Legislature  an  amendment  to  the  present  law  specifically 
including  within  the  application  of  the  words  "personal  injury,"  cigar-maker's 
neurosis,  or  conditions  causing  incapacity  for  work  relating  to  the  employ- 
ment of  cigar-makers. 

Perhaps  the  one  and  only  solution  of  all  the  present  difficulties  encount- 
ered by  those  who  labor  in  seeking  social  justices,  particularly  for  injuries 
and  diseases  which  arise  out  of  and  are  peculiar  to  present  day  industrial  con- 
ditions, is  the  making  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  compulsory  and 
the  establishment  of  a  State  Fund.  Under  a  compulsory  act,  all  the  injustice 
of  the  present  situation  would  be  done  away  with.  There  would  be  no  em- 
ployer of  labor  outside  the  scope  of  the  act,  and  therefore  no  employee  or 
widow  and  ophans  uncovered  or  unprotected  by  the  act.  Labor  could  make 
certain  that  every  man  and  woman  who  labored  for  their  living  and  who  re- 
ceived injuries  due  to  their  employment  would  be  protected  during  the  time  of 
their  incapacity;  and  in  case  of  death,  widows  and  children  would  be  given 
adequate  protection.  Then,  all  corporations  and  employers,  big  and  little, 
would  be  on  the  same  footing;  there  would  be  no  inequalities,  no  injustice, 
no  discrimination;  all  would  be  used  alike.  With  a  properly  administered 
State  Fund,  the  Commonwealth  could  furnish  insurance  at  cost,  keep  the  pre- 
miums down  to  rock-bottom  figures,  and  pay  the  largest  possible  benefits  to 
injured  employees. 

Labor  should  stand  together  for  the  things  which  are  most  worth  while, 
not  expecting  to  get  everything  aimed  for  in  one  year,  or  perhaps  in  a 
decade,  but  fighting  all  the  time  fairly  and  intelligently  for  justice.  My 
old  motto  in  Legislative  days,  often  in  the  face  of  a  hostile  legislature,  was 
get  many  things  if  possible,  but  get  something  each  year;  concentrate  on  the 
big  things,  let  the  little  things  pass;  keep  everlastingly  at  the  game,  and 
never  give  up  until  the  votes  are  counted.  Thus,  many  of  the  biggest  and 
best  laws  on  the  statute  books  were  put  through;  one  measure  this  year, 
another  measure  and  perhaps  two  big  laws  the  next  year,  until  finally  labor 
and  labor's  cause  secured  deserved  recognition  and  the  workers  of  the  Com- 
monwealth began  to  have  their  rightful  place  in  the  sun.  So  it  may  be  with 
a  compulsory  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  and  other  laws  on  the  social 
welfare  program.  But  all  of  us  working  together  and  fighting  for  the  right 
cannot  help  but  gain  our  point  in  the  near  future.  Of  one  thing  labor  may 
be  certain  and  that  is,  that  all  of  the  experience  of  a  life-time  devoted  to  the 
cause,  and  all  the  vigor  which  I  possess,  is  placed  at  your  disposal;  I  am 
yours  to  command  in  the  attainment  of  all  your  ideals,  for  the  higher  labor's 
ideals,  the  greater  and  more  glorious  will  become  our  wonderful   republic.

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REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    CONSTITUTION. 

DELEGATE  BRODERICK  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  reported 
as  follows: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  18. 

Amend  the  Constitution,  Article  IX,  Section  2,  by  striking  out  the  fig- 
ures $1,800  per  year,  where  it  refers  to  the  salary  of  the  secretary-treasurer, 
and  insert  the  figures  $2,100  per  year,  so  that  the  section  as  amended  will 
read  as  follows: — 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties  pertaining  to 
his  office  in  the  Federation.  He  shall  receive  all  moneys  due  to  the  Federa- 
tion, and  deposit  in  some  bank  approved  by  the  Executive  Council  all  sums 
in  excess  of  fifty  dollars.

He  shall  pay  no 
moneys  for  any  purpose  outside  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Federation  ex- 
cept by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive  Council  or  by  the  special  direction 
of  the  Federation.  He  shall  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  the  expense  of  said  bond  to  be 
defrayed  by  the  Federation.  He  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of 
$2,100  per  year.  He  shall  devote  all  his  time  to  said  office  and  other  work 
assigned  to  him  by  the  Executive  Council.  The  fiscal  year  shall  commence 
August  1st  and  end  July  31st  of  each  year.

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Delegate  McCarthy,  Cigarmakers  97,  Boston:  I  desire  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  convention  to  the  fact  that  the  Lawrence  Telegram  of  last 
evening  accredited  to  me  a  speech  delivered  by  Delegate  McGrady  relative 
to  the  pure  food  matter  that  was  under  discussion  in  this  body  yesterday 
and  not  being  desirous  of  being  credited  with  having  made  a^  speech  delivered 
by  another  I  request  that  the  error  be  recorded  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
convention. 

DELEGATE  McGRADY:  I  desire  to  assume  full  responsibility  for  every 
word  I  said. 

MR.  HERBERT  A.  DALLAS,  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education, 
was  introduced  to  the  Convention  and  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  delegates.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  appear  before  you 
today  to  attempt  to  describe  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Department  of 
University  Extension  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education. 

Knowing,  as  I  do,  the  great  amount  of  business  to  be  taken  up  by  the 
Convention,  I  shall  not  bother  going  into  details  of  various  courses  given  by 
the  Department. 

I  have  brought  with  me  for  distribution  among  the  delegates  a  bulletin 
which  describes  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  I  would  be  pleased  if  the 
delegates  would  take  up  with  their  own  organizations,  on  their  return  home, 
and  explain  to  them  the  great  work  carried  on  by  this  ^Department  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  If  they  are  further  interested,  I  shall  be 
pleased  to  appear  at  their  local  meetings  in  any  part  of  the  State  and  at  any 
time  agreeable  to  them  and  explain  in  detail  the  methods  used  in  conducting 
classes. 

I  wish  the  delegates  to  bear  in  mind,  particularly,  that  this  Department 
is  supported  entirely  by  appropriations  from  the  legislature,  and  no  charge  is 
made  for  tuition.  A  student  is  required  to  pay,  however,  the  amount  to  cover 
the  approximate  cost  of  the  lesson  papers,  stationery,  and  textbooks  used  in 
the  course  in  which  he  enrolls. 

Another  feature  that  I  want  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  delegates  is 
the  fact  that  when  agreeable  to  the  persons  most  concerned,  the  Department 
informs  employers  when  any  of  their  employees  complete  one  of  our  courses. 
This,  we  find,  fills  a  long-needed  want  and  is  a  step  towards  closer  co-operation 
between  the  employer  and  the  employee. 

I  am  particularly  anxious  to  have  the  delegates  consult  with  me  during 
my  stay  here  in  the  city,  and  shall  be  pleased  at  any  time  to  receive  any 
communication  from  them  regarding  the  work. 

I  want  to  thank  the  delegates  for  their  courtesy  in  allowing  me  the  use 
of  the   floor.

This  firm  intends  to  spend  $500,000  in  advertising  these 
brands  in  Boston  and  New  England,  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Peter  Schuyler,  Girard,  Overland,  El  Roi  Tan  and 
Rockefeller  Cigars  are  in  the  same  class  as  the  Owl  and  White  Owl  Cigars

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  State  Branch  Convention  A.  F.  of  L. 

We,  the  State  Branch  of  the  Bricklayers,  Masons,  Plasterers  and  Marble 
Masons  of  this  State  fraternally  request  that  the  following  measure  be  en- 
dorsed by  the  Convention  now  in  session  and  that  the  same  be  presented  to 
the  incoming  Legislature  of  1918  with  the  view-  of  having  it  added  to  the 
Statute  Laws  of  this  State. 
Be  It  Enacted: 

Section  1:  The  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council 
shall  appoint  a  Deputy  Chief  Inspector  of  masonry  construction  who  shall 
be  added  to  the  district  police  department  and  his  duties  shall  be  to  super- 
vise the  inspection  of  masonry  construction  composed  of  stone,  brick  and  all 
substitutes  therefore  during  the  process  of  construction  when  being  done 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  and  by  any  permanent  or  temporary 
board,  commission  or  department  or  subdivision  of  the  same.  He  shall  see 
that  safe  material  is  used  and  that  the  inspectors  employed  on  masonry 
construction  are  practical  and  efficient  masonry  mechanics  and  that  all  con- 
struction shall  be  done  in  a  manner  that  wilL  insure  for  safety  in  so  far  as 
it  is  possible  to  do  so.  He  shall  also  act  whenever  necessary  with  any  state 
and  county  official  or  department  which  has  for  its  purpose  the  prevention 
of  accidents  during  the  process  of  construction. 

Section  2:  No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  the  position  as  chief  inspector 
as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act  except  a  man  who  has  had  at  least  ten 
years'  practical  experience  in  masonry  construction  as  a  journe)''man,  masonry 
mechanic. 

Section  3:  The  Governor  shall  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council 
fix    the    salary,    travelling   expenses,    etc.,    required    for    the    fulfillment    of   the 
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duties  of  his  office  and  the  term  of  office  shall  bo  for  a  period  of  three  yesws 
commencing  from  the  date   of  appointment. 

Section  4:  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  5:     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

RESOLVED:  That  it  is  the  concensus  of  opinion  of  the  delegates  at- 
tending this  convention  that  the  practice  of  demanding  the  Union  Label  on 
<ur  purchases  has  heretofore  not  given  the  results  we  have  a  right  to  expect. 
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In  view  of  this  condition  we  give  a  renewed  expression  of  our  fealty  to  our 
cause,  and  pledge  our  effort  to  creating  a  more  extended  demand  for  union- 
labeled  tobaccos,  cigarettes  and  snuflf,  thereby  employing  Union  men  and 
women  working  in  the  tobacco  industry.
